Other states which have adopted prohibi- 
tion have not suffered financial panics or 
shortage of revenue. Prohibition in Mis- 
souri would mean a readjustment of large 
business interests, but would not confiscate 
a dollar's worth of real estate, buildings or 
machinery. The money now’ spent for 
liquor, if expended instead for the neces- 
saries of life, would stimulate every branch 
of manufacturing and producing business. 

Regardless of financial considerations, 

_ the State, on moral grounds, should cease 
tO sanction the liquor traffic by the license 
system. The financial argument made

Six States Not Affected. 
The entry into each State h&s been 


made in the villages, tewnships or coun- 
ties where there were the fewest Sa- 
loons and the strongest no-license sen- 
timent. With a foothold so gained, tha 
“drys’’ have not sought to carry on 
their work in tbe surrounding country, 
but have picked the scene of the next 
battle in their next strongest political 
division, always as small as the State 
law would permit. Gradually these 
desert spots have spotted the map of 
States, until they have become more 
than half of the territory of the nation, 
and form a great monument to the po- 
litical generalship of the promoters. 

In only six states—New Jerscy, Penn- 
syivania, Wyoming, New Mexico, Utah 
and Nevada—has no ground been 
gained. 

The states won completely have been 
Georgia, Alabama, Mississippi, North 
Carolina, Tennessee, North Dakota and 
Oklahoma. The accompanying map 
shews these facts, but it must be re- 
membered that the shading on the di- 
vided states makes no effort to indicate 
the actual territory of saloons or ne 
saloons, hut merely the proportion of 
eack brand of territory. 

In all of the states recently made dry 
there has been the problem of negroes 
and Indians to be considered, which 
olaces them in a class apart from North- 
ern states in the argument. A pro- 
hibitory law that keeps cheap whisky 
from the classes named and their asso- 
clates but which does not put the more 
temperate class of whites on the water 
wagon, is in most cases eminently satis- 
factory to many of those who voted 
for it. 

Now comes the sterner fight—that of 
state-wide prohibition-in the states with- 
out the acute race problem. This fight 
is now pending in Missouri, lowa, Ken- 
tucky, Flerida and Texas. The Iowa 
problem is to reconsider the present pro- 
hibition law which gives cities the right 
to lift the ban on saloons by a petition 
signed by 50 per cent of the voters. 


Wets Oppose Popular Rate. 
In the other states the proposition is 


like that of Missouri; a fight is being 
made to prevent the Legislature submit- 
ting the state-wide question to the peo- 
ple. 

It will probably be a surprise to most 
readers to know that Ohio is already 
%) per cent dry and that Illinois and 
Indiana are running Ohio close. It is 
the general declaration that in Ken- 
tucky, Missouri, Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, 
Nebraska and Colorado the dry laws are 
well enforced. Prison penalties for eva- 
sions of the law do the trick In some of 
these states. 

In the South you can get a drink al- 
most anywhere. Where prohibition is 
strongest, Georgia, the blind tigers are 
thickest.. Of course, there is the usual 
evasion of prohibition in Maine, but 
there is a little stricter enforcement. 
Vermont, which went back from prohi- 
bition to local option, is nearly dry, and 
the number of saloons is decreasing ev- 
ery year. 

One of the most peculiar things devel- 
oped is the great increase in moonshin- 
ing in Kentucky. That trade was never 
more flourishing than new. Down in 
Georgia and Texas they have ‘‘near- 
beer’ saloons. They are really beer sa- 
loons. Georgia has begun to license 
them to get revenue. In Indiana the 
Quaker counties have voted wet. Sev- 
eral mining counties and some where 
Germans are predominant among those 
of foreign birth have voted dry. 

Half of Chicago “Dry” 

More than half of the city of Chicago 
is dry, and another surprising thing in 
that town is that the liquor law ig en- 
forced strictly in the wet regions. 

In some states, Florida, Illlneis, Dela- 
ware, the wets and drys are nearly 
divided as to populatien, but the drys 
are far in the lead as to extent of terri- 
tory.

Gen 
Shafter was letting Havana carefully 
alone, and was putting in his time in 
getting men ashore at the other end 
of Cuba, as far as possible from the 
big guns ef E! Moro. Later he took 
Havana from the rear. 

In the same way, the Anti-Saloon 
League, instead of being carried away 
by shouts of “On to St. Louis:” or “On 
to Milwaukee,’’ has moved toward those 
strongholds from the rear, a county 
at a time, the smallest and most re- 
mote counties first.

As the law 'on the subject is very 
strict, the enumerator usually encoun- 
ters little trouble in the work of tak- 
ing a jury census. He has the power 
to arrest and imprison anyone who re: 
fuses to answer questions or give his 
name. He also has the privilege of go- 
ing into offices, factories and other 
business institutions,

Prizes Big Enough to 
Tempt Foreigners. 


AEROPLANES TO ENTER 


Three Days of Flights Pro- 
posed as Part of October 
Program. 


Aerial contests rivaling those for the 
Lahm cup in St. Louts 18 months ago, 
will be a part of the centennial celebra. 
tien next October. 

Negotiations for the participation of 
American and foreign aeronauts have 
already been undettaken by the Aero 
Club of St. Louis, and there is assur- 
ance that a large number of craft will 
be entered. 

Substantial prizes for the winners of 
the contests between balleons, aero- 
planes and dirigibles will be provided 
from funds now in the treasury ef the 
chub. 

a) Three Days ef Flights. 

Haif ef each of three days in the 
week, beginning Oct. 4, will be devoted 
te @erial races ani exhibftions. On the 
first day—Monday— there wi!) be con- 
tests between spherical baileons. In 
these everts there will be entered at 
least three balloons of the Aero Club ef 
St. Leuis, several belonging te clubs 
in. ether American cities, and probably 
a considerable number of ethers from 
Eurepé. Friday and Saturday of cen- 
tennmial week will be set apart for aero- 
nautic tourndiments, in which aere- 
planes’ and steerable balloens will en- 
gage. 

lL. D. Dozier, president of the Aero 
Club of St. Louis, told a Pest-Dispatch 
reporter yesterday that the events will 
be international in character and im- 
port. Besides the money subscribed by 
the local ciub, the executive committee 
of the Centen.ial Association has ap- 
propriated $12,00 for the expenses of 
the contests. The »rizes will be large 
enough to justify foreign entries. 

‘Start at Newstead and Cheuteau. 

The race for spherical balloons will 
Start from the concourse recently leased 
by the Aero Club of St. Louis at New- 
stead and Chouteau avenues. This is a 
tract of about three acres, adjoining 
one of the Laclede Gas Light Co.'s big- 
nest holders. This reservoir will be 
filled. with pure coal gas the day before 
ine cofitests so that the most important 
condition next to good weather will be 
met. 

Awothe: course for the aeroplanes and 
cirtgibles will be obtained elsewhere, but 
just in what part of the city has not 
been determined. 

The focal balloons that are sure to be 
entered are the Yankee. belonging to 


‘Capt. H. E. Honeywell and the 8t. J.euis 


No. 8 of the Aero Club. Each of these 
has a capacity of ,000 cubic feet. A 
third. of 40,000 capacity, will be delivered 
ts the Aero Club shortly. 

Councilman Albert Bond Lambert has 
qualified as a pilot and undoubtedly will 
bo In one of the balloons entered by the 
local club.

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' THE STATE DEFICIT. 

The Legislature should heed Gov. Hadley’s ap- 
peal for revenue legislation and act promptly to 
save the State from grave embarrassment. This 
is the most important State business before the 
General Assembly. 

The failure of the effort to equalize assessments 
makes it, imperative that provision be made for 
the impending deficit. Niggardly as the estimates 
are—illustrated by the ridiculously inadequate 
university allotment—they still exceed the ex- 
pected revenue by more than $2,000,000. The only 
recommendation of the Governor which the Post- 
Dispatch has criticised is the proposed tax on 
corporations that was objected to only because it 
was a makeshift which represented an injustice, 
in view of the grossly unjust assessments under 
the present system. 

But the principle of franchise taxation urged by 
the Governor is just and is based upon sound 
public policy. 

The tax upon inheritances, the license on whole- 

sale and retail liquor dealers and clubs are fair 
sources of revenue, while the substitution of a 
practical method of State inspection" of oil for 
the present, system of local inspectors would be 
commendable from any standpoint. 
Gov. Hadley’s plan of taxing liquor manufactur- 
ers and general dealers might be broadened to 
include a direct State tax on dramshops apart 
from the local license. Under the existing law the 
local license may be not less than $250 nor more 
than $400 during a six-months period, for county 
purposes, the city being regarded as a county 
under the law. Of this amount the State re- 
ceives not less,than $50 nor more than $200 an- 
nually. In this city the State receives $200 and 
the municipality $500 a year. There is no reason 
why the State, as the Federal Government does, 
should not levy a fixed tax on all dramshops of 
from $300 to $500 a year and permit the local 
authorities to fix their licenses as conditions and 
needs may require. A State tax of this kind 
would bring to the Treasury a large revenue and 
would have a wholesome effect in the increase of 
the license and the decrease of saloons. 

Whether the Legislature accepts all of the Gov- 
ernor’s recommendations or not, it should find 
sources of revenue. It should assure the State 
sufficient income to meet all of its obligations 
and needs. —

HAMPERING THE UNIVERSITY. 

A new feature of the meager appropriation for 
the State University, to which attention is called 
by President Hill, is that the deficit will proba- 
bly have to come out of the new allotment of 
funds. Thus the allowance for the institution will 
be reduced from $844,000 to $600,000 for the first 


this time. 

As Dr. Hill says, the university will run and 
no effort will be spared to make the money go as 
far as possible. But how great the difficulty will 
be is best illustrated by showing that for one year 
the institution will have to get along on prac- 
tically a million dollars less than the curators 
thought necessary. 

Dr. Hill also pointed out that the student en- 
rollment at the university had increased 30 per 
cent in two years. Nothing could paint so em- 
phatically to the necessity for liberality. The 
university must.not only be well maintained; its 
facilities must be increased to meet the demand of 
Missouri’s youth for education. 
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With persistent disregard for the teachings of 
experience Aldrich and his supporters argue that 
higher tariff rates will bring more revenue. As 
a matter of fact higher tariff rates decrease im- 
portations, increase the price of competing do- 
mestic commodities and turn the profits into the 
pockets of the trusts, not into the Federal treas- 
ury.

Julia Ward Howe, who celebrates her. ninetieth 
birthday next month, is a confirmed and irre- 
claimable optimist. 
To a writer in Putnam’s Magazine she said: 
“The, deeper I drink of the cup of life the sweet- 
er it grows—the sugar all at the bottom.” Ex- 
plaining this, she added: “You see, my husband 
was a very great man; and I had very dear chil- 
dren; and I have delightful grandchildren; and 
I have two great-grandchildren—and I am very 
fond of little children.” 
To this we may add that Dr. Howe's wife was 
a very great woman, which makes the tale of 
good fortune complete. 
When good fortune and unusual personal pow- 
er, wide and deep sympathies and a considerable 
measure of what we may call prophetic insight 
unite in one person, a happy life is bound to be 
the result. No other woman of the nineteenth 
century has a better title to ‘respect and venera- 
tion for human service than Mrs. Howe. In her 
youth she took up a position on the unpopular 
side of two great popular questions—slavery and 
woman's rights. As Napoleon's value on the 
battlefield: was estimated by his enemies to be 
equal to three army corps, so Mrs. Howe's “Bat- 
tle Hymn of the Republic” inspired thousands of 
tired fighting men as they fought for four long 
years to make men free. It was the voice of # 
woman, but who can estimate its worth in terms 
of army corps. As a soldier Mrs. Howe deserves 
rank among the heroes of the war between the 
states. Of the second cause which she espoused 
it may be said that Mrs. Howe. has lived to see 
an advance undreamed of by even the most en- 
thusiastic when the suffrage movement first took 
shape in the forties of the last century. And she 
may live to see full political, if not economic 
equality, realized for her sex, 
But Mrs. Howe has been a force in all other 
forward and upward movements of humanity.

He has seen during his reign vast territories de- 
tached from his kingdom. He was crushed in one 
great war and triumphant in one smaii one. He 
let a powerful fleet go to ruin and allowed his 
army to degenerate. He has been the ally of 
France and England in turn and now he has no 
supporter unless the Kaiser is willing to play 
the role. 

But he has defied Europe time and again with 
impunity and he has outraged the conscience of 
the civilized world and smiled about it. He has 
trampled under foot the most solemn engage- 
ments. He has put the greatest diplomats to un- 
seemly flight and taken the visits of battleships 
sent to threaten him as a courteous call and has 
always made the occasion one for new promises, 
certain te be.broken. He has pledged himself 
to protect the lives and property of his Christian 
subjects and then set deliberately about their 
extermination. Gladstone called him the “great 
assassin.” He deposed and confined his brother 
for 28 years. He all but murdered his own daugh- 
ter. He has fomented strife in the Balkans, set 
a premium on brigandage and promoted a hun- 
dred massacres. But his grip on the throne has 
never before been loosened. 

The fact of the matter seems to be that Abdul 
Hamid knows Europe better than Europe knows 
itself. He has always known how far to go and 
where to stop. He has known that the British Em- 
bassy in Constantinople stands upon ground pre- 
sented to England in gratitude for help against 
France in 1801; that the site of the French Embas- 
sy was given to France in thankfulness for help 
against England in 1807; that a shaft in the Scu- 
tari Cemetery commemorates English and French 
support against Russia in-1857 and that another 
monument on the Bosphorus tells how Russia 
saved the Turkish Empire in 1833. 

Fortified by the divisions and jealousies of the 
powers, Abdul Hamid has survived the loss of 
Egypt, Crete, Bosnia, Herzegovina, Bulgaria and 
Roumelia. History presents no parallel to his 
remarkable career and if that career is to end, 
it must be through the action of his own people, 
aroused. at last to a measurable appreciation of 
constitutional government. 

But there was a Young Turks party when Abdul 
Hamid seized the throne, and he was a member of 
it. Through all the years he has reigned there 
has been a Young Turks party. He has exiled 
and disposed of so many of its leaders that he 
knows it well. The Sultan is politician as well as 
diplomat. His remarkable self-assurance cannot 
be better told than in the massacres still in 
.Progress in Adana. No one doubts they were the 
work of the Sultan. It was his way of diverting 
attention from the uprising at home and calling 
for foreign intervention with which he knew 
well how to deal. There is no hope of better 
things in Turkey or in Asia Minor as the result 
of concerted action by the powers. The success 
of the revolution will be measured by the Chris- 
tian world according to the Sultan’s fate. The 
Constitutionalists seem sane and capable, but they 
must extinguish reactionary impulse to hold the 
advantages they have won.

SYMBOLS AND REALITY.

The casual traveler in Italy, if he cared to note, 
might see how, on Good Friday, foolish waxen im- 
ages of the Blessed Virgin are set up in glass cases 
at the corners of the streets and on the corners of 
houses. One casual’ traveler did so see them 
in Florence, and smiled. and shrugged. The lit- 
tle figures were all dressed in up-to-date con- 
ventional mourning, with crepe veils and—save 
the mark!—a tiny white. pocket handkerchief 
apiece. The direct Latin mind saw nothing 
incongruous in treating the far-away event as though 
it had happened yesterday. And after awhile the 
traveler came to fall in with the manner of thought, 
and if not always to share, at least to feel ashamed 
of his inability to share. 

Once in a little hill village in Tuscany he saw the 
dead Christ carried to his tomb up the steep street in 
wistful and commemorative pageantry. All the popu- 
lation that were not in the procession were at their 
windows or on their doorsteps, or packed close 
against the housefronts to leave the marrow paven 
way clear. First came a band playing the dead 
march; then roughly costumed Roman soldiery with 
the centurion Longinus in their midst. Then fol- 
lowed boys bearing aloft on tall poles the instruments 
of the Passion: nails, spear, sponge, reed, the crown 
of thorns, pincers and hamimer, dice and seamless 
coat, the scourge that struck, the hand that buffet- 
ed. Then came the clergy and companies of men 
with banners, intoning all a Latin hymn, which could 
not drown the shuffling of steady feet upon the pave- 
ment; still other men bore on a bier the dead Christ. 
wounded and half naked as his friends had taken 
him from the cross. Nicodemus was there, and Jo- 
seph of Arimathea, old figures with all the piteous- 
ness of age. More soldiery followed the watch that 
Scribes and Pharisees were so eager to set. The si- 
lence all around, the mingled sounds, the flickering 
lights in the midst of darkness, which made the 
world of every-day stand far and strange, seemed 
to draw near the great, the far-away event. The 
lights and figures passing out of sight and fouhd 
again as the road dipped and rose; the different 
strains of. music irregularly heard, as wind and sea 
are heard in storm, and through all the march of hu- 
man footfalls, and above all the threb of human emo 
tlons—these things awoke vibrations In the most in- 
different heart, stirred deeper currents than day by 
day may feed the consciousness. The singing grew 
shriller as girls in white and blue came by, and be- 
hind and before worn and grave women, who had 
borne children and seen them die. These bore the 
image of the sorrowing Mother, dressed as a widow 
like their own widows, and the veil and the hand- 
kerchief seemed foolish no more, but only very pite- 
ous as grief is ever piteous. We must cover our 
faces and wipe our tears, and the little rags of black 
and white are sacred tokens and holy pledges of 
the unity of ali mankind in mourning. The Mother 
of Sorrows there stood for a!l sorrowing motherhood. 
for all who have faced the mysterious finality of 
death. The ancient story was revived again, grown 
universal, and included all ages and all forms of 
faith. And the terror and pity of death and sor- 
row, the everlasting beauty of pardon and love, 
purified the heart and cleared the vision.

ods is about $300 per individual. These 
statistics were laid before the ministers 
attending the Presbyterian Evangelistic 
conference at St. Charles when some of 
them criticised the cost of the Gipsy 
Smith meetings. 
Dr. Mauze was chairman of the exec- 
utive board that had charge of the ae 
Smith meetings at the Coliseum. ’ 
estimates that if one-half of the peo- 
ple who signed the cards at the Coliseum 
meetings were converted the cost of 
salvation by -evangelization was about 
$10 for each convert, or one-thirtieth 
of the cost of salvation by routine 
church methods. 

Conversions by Gipsy Smith. 
“At least 500 of those who were con- 
verted at the Gipsy Smith meetings have 
been taken into the churches,” said Dr. 
Mauze to a Post-Dispatch reporter. ‘“‘The 
cost of salvation by evangelization, if 
no more than that number joined the 
churches or will join as the result of 
the meetings, was $30, or about one- 
tenth of the cost of savation as accom. 
plished by the Presbyterian churches of 
this district. . 

“Some criticism of the cost of the 
Gipsy Smith meetings was made at the 
St. Charles Conference, and I gave these 
statistics to show how the results com- 
pared with our own church work. 

“We have in our presbytery 16 minis- 
ters who work hard throughout the 
year to save souls, and associated with 
them are the church and Sunday-schoo!l 
officers, teachers and members. Dur- 
ing the past year we got 145 new mem- 
bers at a cost of $42,000. 

Cost Shews Work Is Hard. 

“The cost of saving souls in the St. 
Louis district is about the same as in 
the Presbyterian churches throughout 
the country. The statistics indicate thai 
the worlk is either very hard or Wwe are 
not making a wise expenditure of our 
money and energy. 

“It may be that/the churches have pe- 
come too much of a mutual admiration 
society instead of an aggressiver evan- 
gelistic agency. We may be doing too 
much work in the trenches, and not 
enough in the fleld of battle; we may be 
‘building up too many defenses instead 
of being out on the firing line to at- 
tack the enemy and flank his move- 
ments. 

“There seems to be a lack of aggres- 
siveness in church work. It might be 
that if we did not run the churches so 
much for ourselves and wat out more 
into the evangelistic flelds better results 
would be accomplished.’’

Secretary of Commerce and 
Labor Wants Authority of 
Director Settled. 


WASHINGTON, April 24.—Secretary 
Nagel of the Department of Commerce 
and Labor went twice today to Presi- 
dent Taft at the White House to have 
the authority of the 8S. N. D. North, Di- 
rector of the Census, established. 

After the first interview with the 
President, Secretary Nagel refused to 
be interviewed, but after his second 
visit he said that he had not preferred 
any charges against Mr. North. and 
had made no investigation of any sort 
in North's bureau. The question had 
presented itself, he said, as to whether 
the secretary should have full or 
divided responsibility and authority over 
the Census Bureau and he was © not 
averse to settling the question at this 
time. 

During a recent hearing on the cen- 
sus bill before the Senate, Committee 
on Census, Director North was .ques- 
tioned concerning possible conflicts be- 
tween himself and the Secretary of 
Commerce and Laber., Senator Cum- 
mins said:

WHITE FLAG LURES TROOPS TO DEATH. 


The number of casualties probably will never be known, but it is estimated 
far into the thousands. Around the Taxim Barracks alone, it {Is believed, that 
a thousand or more men fell. The private houses within the line of fire suf- 
ae cr the heaviest losses to the parliamentary forces occurred through 
the misuse of the white flag by the besieged Tasch Kischla Barracks. For 
more than an hour the machine guns of the attacking party poured a hail of 
sbots into the garrison and then the defenders hoisted. the white flag. In- 
fantry moved forward in the open and the gun fire was suspended. 

When the battalion was within 400 yards of the barracks, the guns behind 
the walls opened up a deadly fire on them, 27 being killed and 80 wounded. 

In one quarter some 600U or 7000 troops were engaged in the conflict, but with 
the terrific exchange of shots few noncombatants were killed. 

Half of the Saloniki chasseurs who were brought from the country districts 
geveral months ago and placed in the Yildiz garrison by the Committee of Union 
and Progress, and who took a prominent part in the recent mutiny, fell fighting 
in or near the barracks, where they murdered most of their officers only 10, 
days ago. :

AMERICAN WOMEN SEE BATTLE.

Modern political ideas, supported by an army of 30,000 from the European 
provinces,-are opposed to his ruling, but the Asiatic provinces, backward 
and confirmed in the Musselman faith, remain yet to be reckoned with. 

Even European Turkey has only a thin veneer of education and culture, 
and it is believed that the old order is likely to have another chance before 
many months. For the present the Constitutionalists have won a clever vic- 
tory, everything having been carried out so that in the city of nearly 1,500,000 

eople order was maintained while the most severe engagments were being 
Foucht- in certain sections and noncombatants were safe. 

The city never was known to be so quict before as it is tonight, and it 
is generally believed that once the military situation is disposed of an inves- 
tigation will be made as to the authors of the recent events and the question 
of the throne considered. It is intended to clear Constantinople of the entire 
old gafrison, a majority of which wil] be sent to Saloniki. 

Scherket Pasha came into the capital at 4 o’clock in the afternoon. He 
visited all the constitutional outposts and forces in the city and was acclaimed 
and cheered wherever he went. 


SEVERAL AMERICANS WOUNDED. 


Several Americans were wounded during the fighting, including Frederick 
Moore and Harry G. Dwight, both correspondents, and Alexander A. Gargiulo, 
the first dragoman of the American embassy. 

Moore’s, wife who is an English woman, is caring for him at the French 
hospital. Rifaat Pasha, the Minister of Foreign Affairs, inquired personally 
of Ambassador Leishman regarding Moore’s condition and expressed regret that 
an American should have been injured. Moore was watching the operations 
through a field glass. By his side stood a Greek taking photographs. 

The two men probably attracted the attention of the Turkish marksman. 
The bullet that passed through Moore’s, neck killed a native behind him. 

Dwight, who is a maghzine writer, was under fire for some time. He was 
Bhot while endeavoring to teach Constantinople from a village a few miles out. 
Finding the approaches to the city closed, he obtained a rowboat and made his 
way down the Bosphorus past the Yildiz Kiosk. The water round his boat was 
constantly splashed with spent bullets. 

Dragoman Gargiulo’s injury is not severe. He was wounded while sitting 
in the window of a house in the Grande Rue De Pera. The bullet tore 
through his left arm and passed through the wall of the house. Gargiulo en- 
tered the legation in 1887. He was born in Italy. His sister, Mrs. Brigham, 
lives in New York. He is distinguished for his judgment in political affairs, his 
knowledge of languages and his courtesy. He has been of common use to a long 
list of American ministers and to the embassy since it was created.

When the Turkish Pariiament 
opened Deo, 17, with assurance from 
the Sultan that constitutional gov- 
ernment would be exercised In good 
faith, the event was chronicled as the 
most iinportant in recent political his- 
tory. The Constitution was granted 
to the country on July 24, 1908, when 
Abdul-Hamid saw he could no longer 
refuse the demands of the Young 
Turks. 

They had been particularly active 
for four years under the leadership of 
the Committee of Union and Prbdgress. 
They had struggled for three decades 
to overthrow the absolutism of the 
Sultan and the attending evils of 
murder, cruelty and tyranny.

“We are all extremely anxious that 
no injury shall befall His Majesty, but 
it will impossible, after recent events, 
to expect a continuance of respect, sym- 
pathy and loyalty to the present sov- 
ereign.

“It is the wish of the Constitutional 
party that the necessary change in sov- 
ereigns be brought about by voluntary 
means, and I have no reason to believe 
that before long a new sovereign will 
ascend the threne of Turkey. This 
change will insure the restoration of 
tranquility.” 


Armenian Town Burned, Many Dead.

According to the latest information of 
the fanatical. anti-Christian rioting 
around Alexandretta, the Armenian vil- 
lage of Kessab has been burned and 
many persons have been killed. Women 
and children are fugitives in the moun- 
tains, exposed to hungér and violence.

Native hordes 
are moving on Suediah, 18 miles south- 
west of Antioch. 


American Embassy Guarded. 
WASHINGTON, April 2.—Dispatches

Revolution Result of 50 Years’ 
| Work for Reform and Progress 


The stirring events of the past fort- 
night are attributed to the machina- 
tions of Abdul-Hamid who believed 
that the time was ripe for the over- 
throw of the Young Turks. His ha- 
tred of them was acute, but concealed, 
When the troops made their violent 
demonstration before the Parliament 
building on April 18, the Sultan and 
his emissaries sought to convey the 
impression to the world that Turkey 
had tried constitutional government 
and repudiated it. 

Abdul-Hamid’s plot was discovere, 
quickly and the success of the Young 
Turks apparently is even more signif- 
icant than was the opening of their 
Parliament last December. The Young 
Turks stand for modern education, 
modern industries and transportation 
facilities, the elimination of graft, ana 
all that goes to make up a modern, 
model government. 

It has never been successfully de- 
nied that the jealousies of the Pow- 
ers have been responsible for shame- 
ful conditions in Turkey for nearly a 
century.” Russia, Germany, England 
and France awaited the ember- | 
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| many of the revolutions in Turkey, 

The present movement has been es- 
sentially directed by and for the en- 
lightenment as against the palace co- 
terie. The main @iestion before Parlia- 
ment was the agrarian problem. Tens 
of thousands of peaceful and industri- 
ous peasants have been driven from 
their flelds and homes within the past 
twenty years by Nomad Kurds. This 
was in keeping with the Yildiz policy 
to exterminate Christians, especially 
Armenians, inorder to free the Sultan 
of the fear of a partitior of his em- 
pire. 

Agricultural resources, which former- 
ly were flourishing and in which grain 
was cheap and famine utrusual, were 
devastated by the herds of the Kurds 
The latter divided the spoils with the 
palace clique. Many thousands have 
returned to their rightful lands within 
the past four or five years under the 
promise that their homes would be re- 
stored and their lives protected. 

The Armenian massacres are proof of 
the manner in which the Sultan has 
kept his promises. 

The Armenians revolted against their 
Kurdish despots. Dwellers in the cities 
wearied of the extortion of the officials. 
The Young Turks took thelr place at 
the head of these so-called revolution- 
ists who held the good of Turkey at 
heart. The army was won over to the 
Cause by means of a secret propaganda. 
The Young Turks declared that the 
soldiers must be paid regularly for their 
services and not have to depend on pil- 
lage. 


Revolt Foments 50 Years, 
The present movement has been fo- 


menting since 1856 when Abdul Medjid, 
father of Abdul Hamid, proclaimed a 
constitution which was never put into 
effect. A parliament was called and a 
constitution enacted in 1877 on the as- 
cendancy of Abdul Hamid, but both 
Were abandoned after a month’s trial. 
The Sultan was no more sincere in 
his present endorsement than he was

at that time. He was pledged to des- 
potism, and, ag head of the church and 
staté, believed himself supreme in all 
things and planned to maintain this 
supremacy.

These accusations undoubtedly -were 
unfounded. The Sultan took advantage 
of dissensions among the Young Turks 
and Censervatives to attempt the re- 
cent coup d'etat. 

He is said to have spent large sums 
of money from his own coffers to cor- 
rupt the army, which is the very spir- 
it of the nation. He got the help of 
the clergy and preached that the 
Young Turks were bad Mohamme- 
dans. 

He is quoted as saying: ‘Sooner 
than be ruled by the Committee of Un- 
ion and Progress, I will ruin Turkey 
and myself. I will be the last of the 
sultans.”’ ' 

The Young Turks, as a result of 
their victory yesterday, undoubtedly 
will resume their work of cutting off 
graft, wasting money on 4 useless 
navy, and will improve the discipline 
and morals of the army.

BDUL-HAMID, the Sick Man, is 
A the most mysterious personage 
of our time, says Nicholas C. 
Adossides, formerly attache of the 
Turkish Foreign Office, in the Amer- 
ican Magazine. No other has 80 oc- 
cupied the imagination of the world; 
no other has been so feared and so 
hated: no other has be2n so much the 
theme of the contemporary historian. 
“Rather tall and exceedingly slen- 
der, Abdul-Hamid has the unstudied 
stoop of the consumptive. His face ts 
wrinkled parchment, as if a thousand 
anxieties and suspicions had left their 
impress there. His features, besides 
cruelty and cunning, denote intelli- 
gence and cowardice. The eyes, of 
almond shape, by far the mast Inter- 
esting detail of his person, are dark 
and piercing, aged with eternal sus- 
picion. They denote high Intellect, 
extraordinary intelligence, subtle re- 
finement and pitiless cruelty. 


Face Indicates Passion. 


“The thin upper lip and the thick, 
sensual lower, indicate a combination 
of passion, trascibility and selfishness. 
His nose is aquiline, and lends to the 
face the appearance of a bird of 
prey. The chin, though hidden by a 
beard, is weak and indecisive. 

“The voice, however, belies the face. 
It Is marvelously subile and insinuat- 
ing, meicdious in its modulations, and 
full of dulcet tones, ‘With this re- 
tnarkable voice Abdul-Hamid has been 
able to seduce nearly everybody who 
has approached him, even his antag- 


onists.

Was Maybray’s Friend, 

DahIman denies that he lost 
money to the Maybray gang. 

“IT don’t know where the story origi- 
nated,’’ the Mayor said. 

‘“Maybray and I were friends when 
we rode the range togetner as cowboys. 
We often loaned money back and forth 
then, and we kept that up after we 
drifted back to civilazation. 

‘“Mabray called on me once after I 
came to Omaha. He was sick, and 
wanted money to go South. I loaned 
him .$250, and he paid it back after ..e 
got in better shape. 

“Some time ago I was in need of some 
feady cash. Maybray was in Omaha, 
and seemed to be prosperous. I asked 
him for a loan, and, of course, got it. I 
paid back the loan in a short time. 

“The letter found in Maybray’s pos- 
session which I had written him is gen- 
uine. It is just what it purports to be. 
I had known Maybray for years, and 
when I saw a woman after him, I nat- 
urally gave him the tip. 

“But the idea that Maybray ‘Miked’ 
me is simply preposterous. No truth 
oe it.’ 

It has just come to light that May 
19, 1908, William Scott, one of the May- 
bray steerers, wrote a letter to J. C. 
Maybray, saying: “I will answer and

Federal Court Also Rules State 
Injunction in Rate Fight 
Would Be in Contempt.

Judge John F. Philips of the United 
States Court City 
sued an injunction against Gov. Hadley 


in Kansas has is- 


and Circuit Attorney Jones of St. Louis, 
restraining them from prosecuting the 
injunction suit filed in Judge Williams’ 
court here to prevent the railroads 
from carrying out their alleged agree- 
ment to restore the 3-cent passenger 
schedule in Missouri. 

Judge Philips issued the 
order yesterday afternoon 
cation of Frank Hagerman, represent- 
ing the Missouri railroads, and in his 
decree ruled further that any State of- 
ficial or State court that issued an in- 
juction against the railroads involved 
in the present rate controversy would 
be held in contempt of the Federal 
Court. 

“Until I know just what order Judge 
Phillips has issued, I cannot discuss the 
matter,’’ Circuit Attorney Jones said 
yesterday. “I was informed by the rail- 
road attorneys when they were in St. 
Louls Friday that they intended to ap- 
ply to Judge Phillips for the restraining 
order. 

“I do not know exactly what has been 
done in Kansas City, but I do not think 
the Federal Court would go to the ex- 
tent of enjoining State officers from 
prosecuting the railroads for entering 
an illezal agreement.’’ 

Against Discrimination, 

Gov. Hadley was seen by a Post-Dis- 
pitch reporter in Jefferson City when 
he had.been informed of Judge Phillips’ 
order. He said:

Circuit Court. 

Jones was shot by Kretschmar in the 
office of the Commonwealth Feed Mills, 
at De Soto avenue and North Second 
street, Feb. 12.

The Circuit Attorney caused 
photographs of the office scene to be 
taken. 

According to Assistant Circuit Attor- 
ney Newton, who announces that the 
State is ready to proceed with the trial, 
these pictures will be used to prove that 
Kretschmar did not shoot in self-de- 
fense. They show Jones’ revolving thair 
turned over and leaning against his 
desk, his eyeglasses fallen upon the 
desk, and a part of the chair broken 
where it came in contact with the desk. 

The State will hold that these photo- 
graphs show Jones to have been shot as 
he sat at his desk. 

Charles P. Johnson and C. Orrick

which is said to amount to $1.0,000, have 
found unpaid notes made by Kretsch- 
mar to Jones aggregating $2500.

LONDON, April 24.—The christening of 
the baby that came to bless John Ward, 
equerry to King Edward, and Mrs. 
Ward, who was Miss Jean Reld, daugh- 
ter of Whitelaw Reid, was a private 
affair in the chapel royal of St. James 
Palace. The King, as sponsor, was 
represented by Maj. George Halford, 
equerry in waiting to His Majesty and 
owner of Dorchester House, which the 
American Ambassador now occupies as 
his residence. The christening took 
place Thursday, a day earlier than had 
beev planned, for the lucky infant’s fa- 
ther and mother wish to go abroad al- 

most immediately. 

Among the very few present were Sir 
Edward Gray, Foréign Minister, who 
was joint sponsor with the King; Lady 
Mary Ward, who stood as sponsor for 
Kate Bryce, and the baby’s aunt, the 
Countess of Granard. 

Except the happy grandfather, no one 

from the American Embassy attended 
the christening. 
. The baby was named Edward John 
Sutton. The Edward is for his royal 
godfather; the Sutton, as far as the 
Ward family is concerned, dates back to 
1628, when Humble Ward, the firet Lord 
Ward, named Frances, only child and 
yheir of Sir Ferandino Sutton, John Sut- 
ton, first Lord Dudley, was made a 
Baron in 1432. 

The nurse in whose arms the baby 


Tested acted in the same capacity to, 


Viscount Hdnam, the Earl of Dudley's 
eldest son and heir, and to the Prince 
of Asturias; whose mother, the Queen 
of Spain, is Mrs. Ward's intimate friend. 

Baby Cried, of Course. 

At the christening the baby was ‘‘in 
his best,’’ which is saying much. He 
was a ball of costly lace and lawn. 

"He slept calmly until his grandmother, 
Mrs. Reid, lifted him, when he yelled. 
The subdean, who performed the cere- 
moriy, rocked him to quiet with the skilt 
of a practiced nurse and implanted on 
his brow the kiss he reserves for royalty 
and the children of influential aristo- 
crats. 

Of course those at the chapel declared 
the youngster to be the loveliest baby 
ever born, all the company, except Sir 
Edward Gray, who maintained a diplo- 
matic reserve and who is not given to 
superlatives, vowed the little one’s blue 
eyes were the most exquisite that ever 
opened. 

The King’s present to his godson had 
not arrived, but His Majesty wrote ex- 
pressing regret for his absence ‘‘on so 
momentous and important an occasion”’ 
and adding that a gift would follow close 
upon the letter. 

At the ceremony Mrs. Whitelaw Reid 
wore a costume of deep mauve cloth 
with gold embroideries, a necklace, of 
pearls and emeralds and a diamond 
brooch. :

Of the Post-Dispatch, 
LONDON, April 24.~—Mrs. Carrie Chap- 
man Catt of New York, president of the 
International Suffrage Alliance, will call 
to order the first quintennial conven- 
tion of that organization here on April 
26. Two hundred delegates representing 
the national suffrage organization of 18 
countries will be present and the con- 
vention will continue in session until 

May 3. 

America is sending a delegation of dis- 
tinguished women, including Mrs. O. H. 
P. Belmont, who will stop at Sunder- 
land House with her daughter, the 
Duchess of Marlborough; Mrs. William 
M. Ivins and Mrs. William H. Parsons 
of New York, Mrs. Coonley Ward, the 
wealthy Chicago philanthropist, and the 
Rev. Anna H. Snow, president of the 
American National Association of the 
international body. 

Seems Near Realization. 

In an interview today with the corre- 
spondent of the Post-Dispatch,. Mrs. 
Catt, who has recently returned from 
a tour of inspection on the continent, 
declared her belief that universal wom- 
an’s guffrage is much nearer a fact 
than most people recognize. 

“It would be almost impossible to 
overestimate the great and whole-heart- 
ed impetus that has been given within 
the Jast vear to the movement for woni- 
an’s suffrage in the various countries 
of Europe,’ she said. “Everywhere I 
traveled on my recent tour I found the 
opposition not only worn away, but in 
many instances actually converted into 
enthuslasts of our cause. 

“Since our international organfzation 
was perfected at our meeting in Berlin 
live years ago, the number of our na- 
tional organizations has increased from 
eight to 18. Two of the most recently 
formed national organizations are those 
of France and Belgium. 

“The work to be done at the present 
convention covers a wide range of sub- 
jects, and there is plenty of it. First 
of all we intend to revise our constitu- 
tion, which was framed with a view of 
taking care of unforeseen conditions 
without being very specific in its char- 
acter. There will be an election of offi- 
cers, but no candidates have yet taken 
the field. 


Special 


Great Need of Rules, 
“Then we shall tackle a problem that 


no other international oyganization has 
yet attempted, and that is to come to 
an understanding on a definite set of 
parliamentary rules governing the pro- 
cedure of our conventions. 

*‘Heretofore the great difficulty of in- 
ternational conferences has been found 
in the wide divergence of opinion among 
the delegates as to the proper form of 
procedure according to the rules com- 
mon to their own country. The need of 
a common understanding on this sub- 
ject has determined us te attempt to 
standardize a set of parliamentary rules 
for international meetings. 

“Before we break up we shall also 
receive designs for an international suf- 
frage hymn. The words may be either 
in English, German or French.” 

A crowded social program, including 
many receptions, teas and dinners, has 
been arranged for the delegates during 
their stay.

Descending from the aeroplane after 
a flight, Lieut. Savoia, a daring balloon- 
ist, actually shed tears of joy and tried 
to embrace Wright, saying, in a fever 
of excitement: 

“Never in my Ife did I experience 
such joys; never did any man. Ah, 
to command the air-my teacher—my 
comrade!”’ 

Wright raised his eyebrows a trifle 
and, retreating, found it necessary to 
“repair” the aeroplane’s motor, which, 
in truth, was working perfectly. 

The Duke of Galleze, president of the 
Itallan Aero Club, and a man of the 
highest courage, was offered a place 
in the aeroplane. Evidently the noble 
Duke regreted extremely that he was 
not attired de rigguer to fly. 

“I did not bring my motor goggles,” 
he explained to Wright, sadly. ‘My 
eye glasses might drop off. Tomorrow [ 
will wear spectacles.” 

During one of Wright's flights a party 
on the summit of a knoll were watching 
the American’s evolutions. As the aero- 
plane swooped down toward them they 
ran like a flock of sheep. Nearing the 
Knoll, the airship, obedient to Wright, 
arose and passed high over their heads, 
leaving them dumfounded.

James Austin Larson Fined 
$250 and Appeals—Board 
of Health His Accuser. 





The Instructions given by Judge W'1l- 
Niams to the jury trying James Austin 
arson, who advertises to heal various 
diseases by the ‘‘Teleconi system,’’ were 
most rigid, and Larson was found guilty 
of practicing medicine without a license. 
He was fined $250 and costs and imme- 
diately filed a $500 appeal bond, with 
Richard T. Bradley as surety. 

‘one of the instructions given by Judge 
Williams is regarded by lawyers as a 
knockout blow for all persons who en- 
deavor to heal diseases without holding 
a regular practitioner's license. The 
instruction reads: 

“The Court instructs the jury that 
holding one’s self out and representing 
and professing to be able to heal dis- 
eases, no matter by what process, is 
practicing medicine within the meaning 
ef the law.”’ 

Board of Health Prosecutes. 

Lirson occupies a suite in the Plant- 
ers Hotel and advertises extensive- 
ly. He was arrested on a_i war- 
rant, procured by the Board of 
Health, charging hir with “holding 
Out as a physician without a license.” 

Special Officer Moynihan, detailed 
to the Board of Health. and Alexander 
Reifeiss obtained the evidence against 
Jarson. Moynilian testified that he 
went to Larson and complained of 
mervous break-down, that he made a 
dcpesit of $10 and that Larson made 
@ regular examination. 

Judge Wilson Taylor of the Court 
of Criminal Correction disqualified 
himself on the ground of personal 
prejudice against all practitioners 
who are not regular physicians, and 
appointed Circuit Judge Willlams to 
hear the case. Larson’s defense was 
that he healed without the use of 
medicine.

The only thing this machine 
needs is something to keep the wheels 
in motion.’ 

“Now, as I sea it, the only thing that 
prevents prohibition from prohibiting in 
Georgia is the sale and use of liquor in 
Georgia.

A negro hack driver was asked: 

“How does prohibition effect the ne- 
groes?’’ 

The negro grinned and said: ‘Boss, de 
white folks is done made walkin’ saloons 
out of de niggers—but some of us 
drives.’’ 

Business men frequently declare that 
it is much harder to get dependable 
nezro labor than it was before the pro- 
hibition law went into effect. 

‘“‘How can I expect a negro to work 
for me for $7 or $8 a week when he can 
make $7 or $8 a day selling booze?’ 
asked one. 

The negro beotleggrer caters to the 
transient trade. Real beer is sold open- 
lv, but in Georgia the stranger must 
rely mainly on the negro for whisky. 
Residents can get anything they want 
iy they are regarded as “‘safe,’’ but the 
transient is looked upon with distrust, 
and he must have the password, or at 
at least know the ‘high sign.” 

Whisky For a Nickel.

tonight, winning from St. Yves over 
@ 15-mile course. The race was run on

St. Yves’ time was 1:27:58. 

The Englishman was almost two laps 
in front of St.’ Yves at the finish. He 
ran the 15 miles in one hour, 26 min- 
utes and 12 seconds. St. Yves stuck 
pluckily to his stask. 

Shrubb was the superior at the short- 

. er distance and the result was hardly 
in doubt from the time Shrubb gained 
his first lap in the fourth mile. It was 
a decisive victory for Shrubb. He was 
fresh and strong at the finish, but St. 
Yves also finished strong. 

At no time was the result of the race 
in doubt. When eight miles had been 
covered Shrubb had a lead of two laps 
and this seemed to content him, for 
he ran the remainder of the race at St. 
Yves’ side. During the last twa miles 
of the race St. Yves made fr ic ef- 
forts to overtake his rival, but to no 
avail. 

Shrubb’s time for the race was over 
four minutes behind the amateur rec- 
ord and nearly six minutes behind the 
professional mark. This slow time was 
due to the fact that the Frenchman 
could not make him do his best during 
the last half of the race.

HADLEY IS AGGRIEVED 





Governor Calls It a ‘Do Noth- 
ing Legislature“— 
New Laws. 





From a Staff Correspondent of the

JEFFERSON CITY, Aprfl 24.—Gov. 
Hadley’s intimation that the present 
Seneral Assembly will be designated by 
the people as a ‘“do-nothing ,Legisla- 
ture’? has emphasized the fact. that since 


State have been enacted. They are: 
County supervision of public schools 
and a law requiring the examination 
and registration of trained nurses. Jf 
the other 18 passed there is. searceiy 
one of more than passing locai interest. 
The important revente measures, 
home rule legislation for the large cit- 
fes, the bill to create a State Utilities 
Commission and other pressing matters 
are still under considerstion. 

To date, the Forty-fifth General As- 
sembly has cost the taxpayers of the 
State $300,000. Auditor Gordon has 4€ls- 
continued the payment of the salaries 
of clerks and members until the gen- 
eral appropriation bills are passed. 
These bills have just emerged from 
the committee rooms and they will be 
threshed out at least ten days. They 
call for appropriations to maintain the 
State Government and its Institutions 
amounting to $11,000,000 annually, where- 
as Gov. Hadley pointed out in his mes- 
sage to the Legislature a few days ago 
that only $8,500,000 revenue receipts are 
in sight. 

One of the Governor’s pet measures, 
providing for the taxation of the capital 
stock of corporations, has been laid to 
rest. It was expected from this source 
to raise $300,000. Representatives of the 
social clubs have succeeded in delaying 
action on bills to license clubs and sub- 
ject them to the provisions of the gen- 
eral Gramshop laws. 

Administration Not Strong. 

In the case of other important reve- 
nue-producing propositions, the Legisla- 
ture has shown no disposition to carry 
out the administration’s suggestions. 
Gov. Hadley says that if nothing is 
dene the fault cannot be charged to the 
Executive Department. 

“The administration has done every- 
thing possible to bestir the legislators,”’ 
Geclared the Governor. “I recognize, 
however, that the legislative is distinct 
from the executive department.” 

Of the legislative expenses, about $175,- 
000 has been spent for clerical hire. 

Six lawyers, at $70 a week each, are 
working on the revision of the statutes. 
They have made fair progress, but will 
not complete their task within the next 
six months, according to present indi- 
cations, 

The 120-day legislative pefiod, after 
which the salary of members will be 
cut to $1 a day, will expire May 6, or 
19 days hence. Legislatore leaders say 
that it will be impossible to hold any 
considerable number of the farmer 
members after that date. 

Probably Last Till May 15. 

Representativd Griffith has  intro- 
duced a resolution setting May 10 as 
the day of sine die adjeurnment. It is 
probable the session will continue unti! 
May 16, 

The possibility of an immediate extra 
session is being discussed by legislators, 
although Gov. Hadley insists there will 
be none. The Governor can see no use- 
ful purpose in an extra session at this 
time, but it is thought likely he may 
Call one late in the fall or early next 
year.

of a Chicago millionaire, has been pro- 
claimed by the most fastidious connoisseurs of 
female charms in Europe as a perfect revival 
of the Venus de Milo, has now been mysteriously 
jeopardized by a jealous enemy, employing the 
subtle weapon of forgery. 

An anonymous letter writer, counterfeiting the 
handwriting of the Princess so closely as to de- 
ceive experts like Marshall D. Ewell, with the

The brother of the Princess, E. W. Partridge of 
Chicago, gives convincing reasons for believing

- for some fancied slight. 
yh of the daughter of Charles W. 
Partridge, the millionaire Board of Trade plung- 
er, and founder of department stores, was instan- 
taneous and complete in the palace and court of 
the Romanoffs. The royal modiste, Mme. Kne- 
kassoff, sent the intelligence abroad through Rus- 
sia, where the face is regarded as secondary to 
the charms of the figure in estimation of a 
woman's loveliness, that the Princess Engalitcheff 
has the most wonderfully perfect form that she 
has ever found. Even before the nobles had 
heard of this the Princess had been admired as 
quite the most beautiful visitor whose presence 
had ever graced the functions of the Czar’s court. 

She became the observed of all observers, for 
this expert, whose hands fly about fitting the 
first ladies of the empire, proclaimed that here 
perfection itself had been outdone. Chicago had 
long known the charms of the Princess, daughter 
of one of its greatest merchants.

Her most beautiful 
and graceful line is the softly melting curve from 
her chin to the lower chest.

There is not an akrupt line in the Princess’ en- 
tire figure. That is declared one of its most 
distinguishing charms. There is nothing that 
startles the eye. No feature seems too large 
or too small. . This is the quality which t.e 
ancient judges of beatity ascribed +o the Venus 
de Milo. The neck slopes into the shoulders; 
the arms seem fitted for just such shoulders and 
the elbows and wrists moldeu for just sucu 
rounded and dimpled arms. The height of the 
perfeet woman from the standpoint of symmetry 
should be just eight times the length of her head, 
and in this estimate the Princess Engalitcheff is 
perfect. 

The. Princess’ face in itself is a type of rare 
beauty. She has softly dark eyes, a complexion 
of “rose in the snow,” to use the phrase of the 
Russian poet, Pushkin, and slightly waving brown 
hair that shades into gold. She does not re- 
semble the willowy reed typified by the Gibson 
girls or the other extraordinary figures which 
popular artists have created and attempted to set 
up as standards. She is a woman of physical 
strength and force, of buoyant health and vigor. 

Her waist is small, but not too small. Cor- 
setieres who have fitted the Princess say that the 
curve above her hips is too deep, though it is by 
no means sharp. But smallness of waist has been 
regarded throughout modern times as an added 
element of attractiveness in women, and this 
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criticism is perhaps only a tribute to her perice- 
tions. 

Her bust measure is something beyond <9 
inches, her waist measure 25 inches and her 
shoulders stand prominently out in their curved 
loveliness. She carries her chest well forward, 
stands erect and queenlixe and carries her head 
poised at an angle slightly above the horizontal. 
Her hands and feet are small and her wrists are 
slightly slimmer than one might expect for such 
arms. 

It is generally understood that the. Russian 
favors Statuesque women, that he fails utterly to 
grasp the greatly idealized beauty of the sylph- 
like maidens, the slender, girlish figures which at 
times have been the idols in America. Russian 
artists’ beauties of the canvass are all of the 
Junoesoue mold. 

The Princess has overcome any prejudice which 
the titled of Bu: rope’s most inhospitable court may 
entertain intrinsically against foreigners, espe- 
Clally foreigners who capture and attach to 
themselves scions of Russia’s oldest families.

N00. When Michigan cut $83,000,000 in lumber, 
Arkansas cut only $8,943,000. Fifteen years later 
the Census Bureau reported the Michigan product 
cut in half by reduction to $40,559,000, while 
Arkansas had gained more than 300 per cent, 
going up to $28,065,000. Other percentages fol- 
lowed this upward. In this same time, the bank 
clearings of Little Rock, as reported by its 
Chamber of Commerce, increased over 5)0 per 
cent, or from $16,202,000 to $49,691,000. The value 
of the Arkansas cotton crop this year more 
than doubles the value of the crop of 1890. Pop- 
ulation, too, is increasing as the State attracts 
part of the great army of Southwestern home- 
seekers, but its greatest increases are still .o 
come if St. Louis figures are hot all wrong. The 
probability is strong that they are right. Proba- 
bly there are a dozen men in St. Louis who have 
figured out business in every county in Arkansas.

mean business they mean that they will be 
backed with money as in the case of the 179 miles 
of new ratlroad track opening new country in 
Arkansas last year, with a new railroad office 
in St. Louis this year to represent the 300 miles 
of new connection in Missouri and Arkansas. 

After comparing the figures with the opin'ons 
of traffic experts. who figure out business in ad- 
vance to be backed b, money to advance it, the 
opinion here stated proves itself no’ only by the 
views of traffic exptrts, but by the figures. 
Arkansas has an area in almost unbroken woods 
equal to the total area of Massachusetts. New 
Jersey and Connecticut combined. It jg cutting 
out more room this year for more homeseekera 
next vear. In 1880 it had only three and a half 
million acres in land, cultivated in farms. Maine 
had also three and a half million acres in the 
same year, and New York had over five times -« 
much as Arkansas. 

At the end of 20 years New York and Maine 
together had turned out of cultivation over three 
million acres. or nearly as much as 








‘them 








had in cultivation in 1880. During the same time, 
while New York lost 15,000 farms and Maine lost 
5000, Arkansas nearly doubled the number of Its 
cultivated acres and gained over 94,000 new farms. 
It had a total of 178,694 fa'ms nine years ago for 
comparison with the censits count next year. it 
will show gain, keeping pace with the active rate 
at which the State has been cut out and sawed 
out of the woods during the last nine years. 

Cutting out the woods every vear at the rate 
of from $25,000,000 to $30,000,000 is making wide 
openings in Arkansas for more population, more 
towns, more factories. and they are moving in 
now to fill the opening as it is made. But even 
in 1900, the State was still in the woods. They 
were then, as they are this year, tu. most valua- 
ble woods in America, so dense in East Arkan- 
sas that 25 people turned loose in a square mile of 
might take nearly all day to find each 
other. With 25 people to the square mile, Arkan- 
sas had 53,335 square miles of ground, while 
England, with 50,867 square miles, had 30,000,000 
people. Nine years ago Arkansas had 1,311,564 
peonle on 34,000,000 acres of land, with fess than 
7,000,000 acres cultivated and 10,000,000 still 
classed as “densely wooded.” 

When it is said that nearly 70 per cent of the 
State is still uncleared, it explains how market- 
ing the lumber at the rate of $30,000,000 a vear 
duiing the next 10 years will make the opening 
for doubling the population. It will also pay 
much more than the expenses of making the State 
completely over again. It jis now being made over 
in its leading towns. As they put in skyscrapers, 
telephone systems, electrie railways ahd _ light 
plants, they show this vear how population has 
flowed into the State during the last few vears. 
Little Rock’s claim of 75,000 people this year 
against 38,307 in 1900 ig more than borne out by 
its percentages of increase in business. 

Fort Smith, Pine Bluff, Helena and Hot Springs 
were classed as cities of under 15,000 in 1900, with 
L.ittle Rock as the only city over 15,000. P'ne 
Bluff is rated this vear at 28,560, against 11,496 in 
1899, and Fort Smith at. 25,000, against 11,587: 
while Helena, Hot Springs, Jonesboro, Eureka 
Springs, Fayetteville, Searcy a-d a score of other 
towns are increasing so much more now in busi- 
ness than in the past that some small towns.

it is worth more than diamonds, but this part of 
Arkansas has been “hardly scratched below the 
surface.” It has the same future as Southwest 
Missouri of which it is an extension across the 
State line, with a further extension into the oil 
and mineral sections of Oklahoma and Texas. 
It is already a great fruit country and its high- 
land farms are all health resorts. ; 

A St. Louis promoter explains what will occu 
in developing coal and other things in New Ar- 
kansas when he says that North of Little Rock 
in this part of the State there is still an area 
larger than New Jersey and Delaware combined, 
where the people “still have to travel to see a 
railroad or hear a locomotive whistle.” With 
5000 miles of railroad track to show in next year’s 
census and an increase of over 25 per cent in half 
the decade, Arkansas railroads have left this part 
of the State for the future because it is cheaper 
to lay track first on low and level ground 
than among hills in highland country. 

Coal, iron and other minerals stay in the 
ground until they can be moved easily, when they 
are dug out. North of Little Rock, and west of 
the line drawn from St. Louls past Little Rock the 
railroads of New Arkansas will open up this 
country. South of Little Rock they wil] open 
up another area west of the line from St. Louis, 
where the people of Rhode Island and Delaware 
might now find as much room as they have at 
home without being disturbed by ratiroad whistles. 

East of the line, in the Arkansas lowlands, 
where farms have been cut out of the densest 
woods in the country and planted in cotton on 
river valley land, the result the second year is 
always likely to be over a bale to the acre. With 
St. Louis railroads crossing this part of the State 
from northeast to southwest, it is crossed by the 
Arkansas “system of navigable waterways” on 
their way to the Mississippi. It has some prairie 
counties, but it has hardwood forests worth hun- 
dreds of millions. into which the sawmill can 
hardly work its way even yet. As the woods are 
cut out of the river bottom the bottoms dry out 
and cease to be malarial. 

In the southern part of this half of the State 
the rice-growing area of New Arkansas is being 
planned.

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Miss Emily Marion Wilk, Chicago Heiress and Settlement 
Worker, Was Deaf to Words of Wooers While Caring 
for Families of Drunkards— Removal of Judge Cleland 
Sends Her Back to Society— Now She Is to Be Married 


HE Chicago Ghetto has lost its 
T beautiful guardian angel. For 
several years Miss Emily Ma- 
rion Wilk, one of the most charming 
young women in Chicago society, 
daughter of the millionaire, Fred L. 
Wilk, banker, has exercised a tender 
and tireless guardianship over the 
poor and the distressed, the mismated 
and the despairing in the section 
which composes the seamy side of 
the big city. 

Through all that time she was | 2- 
sought by many suitors, and upon 
them all she smiled and answered 
that she could not serve two master; 
—that she was entirely wrapped up 
in her seedy wards and proteges and 


that no child of prosperity could clalin 


any -valuable portion of her senti- 
ments and attention, not to speak of 
monopolizing it. 

It required an upheaval of the court 
system of an entire state to dislodge 
Miss Wilk from this position. When 
that legal cataclysm shook the entire 
commonwealth it also toppled wer 
from her gracious fad and threw ner 
into the arms, as it were, of the big 
and handsome society man who had 
been most assiduously courting her 
even when hope seemed least justi- 
fied. 

SOCIETY TO SETTLEMENT. 


Here is how it all came about, this 
being the story of how a girl of di- 
vine beauty and more wealth than 
most girls, even in society command, 
became a “Settlement Worker” and 
devoted herself to charity, putting 
aside Cupid, and how a _ political 
tangle at last robbed her of her char- 
itable specialty and found her recep- 
tive to the wooings of a society physi- 
cian. 

The lovers of the poor and the 
thinkers of the “higher thought” 
were never more stirred in the his- 
tory of Illinois than in the methods 
introduced by Judge McKenzie Cle- 
land, who was elected in a Republi- 
ean landslide to a seat on the Muni- 
cipal Court bench three years ago.

JUDGE PAROLED OFFENDERS. 


He strove for a medium whereby 
justice could be done to all and found 
that myriads of reformers and high 
thinkers had striven for the answer 
to the same problem before him, and 
none had worked it out to satisfac- 
tion. So he decided on a compromise 
and initiated his famous parole sys- 
tem for adult offenders in misde- 
meanors which at once divided the 
city into two classes—with him and 
against him—and attracted the at- 
tention of the world to a degree thi 
amazed everyone. 

The lawyers as a body were against 
him. They said that paroling adults 
was illegal. ‘1.e clubwomen and hu- 
manitarians were stanchly with --im, 
feted him and sang his praises and 
said that humanity would live to bles 
the name of McKenzie Cleland. 

His parole system was exercised 
by manipulation of the law. In every 
instance of a man who had become 
disorderly through drink, who had 
caused a disturbance or beaten his 
family, the Judge found him guilty 
and fined him, then suspended the 
sentence and continued the case for 
a week, 

At the end of the week the paroled 
prisoner hed to report in court with 
his wife, and if his behavior had been 
such as to jus‘ify further mercy, h's 
case was again continued, and sv cn. 
If he had fallen badly again he was 
again fined, and in extreme cases; 
which were few, if the prisoner had 
shown himself unworthy of the 
Court's further leniency, the sentence 
was reinstated and he was sent to 
work out his fines in the House <°: 
Correction. 


MISS WILK HELPED. 


That system soon built up a huge 
colony of the poor who were in ile 
hands and under the care of Judge 
(Celand. He had more than 5th 
heads of poor families on parole, and 
was busy keeping tiack of them and 
their wives and children,’ to see that 
the parole was wor'ing out the ends 
for which it had been aimed. 

The huge amount of publicit: the 
system brought on also showed in ter- 
rible degree the conditions of need 
and deprivation and sovrow that ex- 
isted in the district.

She organized classes for the little 
ones, brought bas*ets of food to the 
women and kept upon the trails of 
the men, encouraging them to keep 
within their p.role, seeling to t« «no 
them the beauty of temperance and

the rewards of righteous living and 
the divine application of the golden 
rule. 

Soon she had won the worship 
her 60 rough and sheepish men pri 
teges to a degree where she had them 
under more or less control. She as- 
pired then not only to keep them 
from beating their wives and children 
and to keep them honest, but further- 
more to establi:n for them something 
that would make it possible for them 
to be elevated from the depths of pov- 
erty. 

She preached respect:.dility and am- 
bition to them. She told them the 
wonders of the farm and the stories 
of the men who had worked their way 
from poverty as depressing as theirs 
and had reached great pinnacles. 

When Christmas came she strug- 
gled and worried with herself to find 
a suitable Christmas gift for her 60 
“pets,”” as they became known, and 
she finally evolved a happy idea. -On 
Christmas morning, into the home of 
each of these families came a bank 
book from Miss Wilk’s father’s bank, 
showing that she had deposited there 
as a savings account $10 for each, 
together with a letter of cheer and 
encouragement, asking them to add 
as much as possible to this nuclevs 
every week, so that they might in 
time have a sum of helpful dimen- 
sions piled up for a rainy day or a 
business investment that might solve 
for them the apparently hopeless pov- 
erty. 
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PLAN HIGHLY PRAISED. 


The city rang with the experiment. 
Women’s clubs praised the beautiful 
philanthropist and predicted gratify- 
ing results. 

And the results in the main were 
gratifving. To be sure, a few of 60 
breadwinners withdrew their $10 de- 
posits the dav after Christmas and 
spent it for levee whisky and Ghetto 
beer until they grew riotous and 
landed before Judge Cleland the day 
after.

Judge Cleland, as has been pointed 
out, became a figure of conspicuous 
prominence through the exercise of 
his parole experiment on so wide a 
scale. His very enemies served to 
make his popularity greater. From 
the platform as well as from the 
bench he pointed out the injustice of 
sending offenders to the Bridewel] 
to let their innocent families suffer 
And with the exception of the hard- 
minded lawyers, who could see only 
the inviolate properties of law, he 
won the almost unanimous support of 
the community. 

Then came a campaign in which 
some of his fellow judges ran for 
re-election. They were and had been 
opposed to Judge Cleland’s humani- 
tarian and slightly irregular court 
procedure and had been called upon 
to withstand some criticism for be- 
ing so inclined. The question became 
the most important of all the issues 
of the campaign and threatened to 
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began with Miss Wilk’s Christmas 
present. 

Through these months in which the

HE old age pension system 
T stituted by the Internation ! 

Typographical Union, bids fair 
to equal if not to exceed all that 
was expected of it. Apparently it is 
io be a complete success. 

The fund from which the pensions 
are paid is drawn from the members, 
the assessment being one-half of one 
per cent of their earnings. The 
persons entitled to pensions are 
members over 60 years of age who 
have been in good standing for 
least twenty consecutive years, and 
who are not in a por'tion to ear: 
their living. The pension is $4 pe; 
week. There & now over five hun- 
dred members on the pension roll. 
and the number will undoubtedly in- 
crease, as it is known that there are 
many who vr entitled to the pen- 
sion who have not yet asked for it. 

But it looks now as if the fund 
would be sufficient to take eare of 
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them when they come. The receipts 
for the first six months were nearly 
$156,000, while the amount paid 
pensioners was $58,544. 

The fund is raised by a 
the working members which 
small as scarcely to be felt, the as- 
sessments thus far averaging ‘only 
a fraction over 34 cents a month. By 
contributions s0 trivial to thos» 
making them an amount has been 
raised suffcient to meet the demands 
upon the treasury and leave a large 
balance. It is to be expected that 
the drafts upon the fund will in- 
crease, but the present small tax 
is sufficient to meet a very substan- 
tial increase.

It showed, in the language 
of the Justice, that Judge Cleland had 
violated every’ tenet of his oath, had 
dragged the ermine of his State in 
the mud of the Ghetto every time he 
had paroled an adult prisoner, and 
had generally disgraced himself. The 
turn of public opinfon was tremen- 
dous. Justice Olson’s statement was 
unemotional and unsympathetic, bu: 
he quoted law after law and decision 
after decision, and there was no con- 
traverting i’ 

It was proven beyond doubt that 
Judge Cleland’s practice had been 
vrossly without the limite of his 
power. Public sentiment, while still 
cherishing the belief that such a sys- 
tem ought to be made legal, became 
almost unanimous in the dec'sion that 
as the law stands now Judge Cle- 
land had erred. 

And among .uwe converts was Miss 
Wilk. Bitterly as she regretted that 
the law was so, she realized that 
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Judge Cleland’s interpretation had 
been wrong and she announced that 
she could no longer remain part of 
a system which had been demon- 
strated as illegal. 

And to make it more distressing, 
the Judge who succeeded Cleland re- 
fused to sanction the parole system 
which his predecessor had installed 
and dragged in all the unfortunates 
that had been living on parole to 
work out their original sentences. 

SETTLEMENT TO SOCIETY. 

It was too much. Miss Wilk threw 
up her hands and said someone more 
able to contend with the new situa- 
tion than her weak, lone and youth- 
ful self would have to preside thence- 
forth over the destinies of the 60 un- 
fortunate families.

Age and 
quality being equal, ao 20))-poun. 
horse is worth even disproportion- 
ately more ‘or draft purposes than 
one of 1200 or 1600 pounds. 

BIG MARE EVOLVED. 

Sparks believed that if 
produce a new breed of 
combining new methods with mix- 
tures of the old strains. he could 
finally evolve ap animal sufficiently 
larger than any known to be of d 
tinctive value. It was a process re- 
quiring much more time and exact 
science than he had figured on. but 
he stuck to -it. 

The result is a perfect mare, weigu- 
inz 1000 pounds more in the big 
stallions seen at the horse shows and 
twice us heavy as the ordinary large 
draft horse. This mare is not only 
the biggest of her sex in existence, 
but is believed to be the largest 
equine of any sex existing. 

Sparks offers a forfeit of $10,000 for 
any mare of her weight. He values 
the animal at $25,000, uas been of- 
fered $11,990 for her by the Anheuser- 
Busch Brewing Co. of St. Louis and 
$16,500 by a ri-) Mexican of Chihua- 
hua. Both offers nave been refused 
and $25,000 probably would not buy 
this wonderful] animal. 

As Sparks hopes to go on with 
his mare and finally evolve a 4000 or 
5000 pound horse. He says he is sure 
that the former weight can be gaine 
and believes that the latter is possi- 
ble. 

When Sparks started -to breed for 
size, 90 mares were seletted and bred 
to five extra large stallions of the 
well-known draft breeds. The «-- 
cestor of Nebraska Queen—the 3000- 
paund mare-—-was an ordinary mare 
from Montana, whose breeding was

Sixty-four colts resulted. They 
were all fed scientifically and 
watched for the amount of their gain 
in <ize and weight. By the process of 
elimination the mare colt of the Mon- 
tana mare remained as the best basis 
for further production. Her colt, also 
bred to a Jnglish sire, Was som 
what lav-ger than she was. 

The various stages of enlarging the 
mare in each generation need not be 
traced, they are similar. The larg- 
est and best stallion procurable and 
the biggest mare generally combined 
to produce a somewhat larger animal 
than the previous one. 


NEBRASKA QUEEN’S GROWTH. 


Finally, in 1901, Nebraska Queen, 
the seventh of her known race, was 
born. The colt immediately showed 
signs of unusual growth potentiali- 


ties. 
At 12 months she weighed 1310 


pounds and at two years 1740. Then 
she was as large as a good-sized draft 
stallion. 

At three years, after a 90-day cou: e 
of scientific feading, the mare Upped 
the scales at 2190 pounds. In a 30-day 
full feeding test at this age. she 
gained 128 pounds on 30 bushels cf 
grain, which is a * ‘orld’s record. Ex. 
cept in the 90 days in each year while 
the mare was being scientifically fed, 
she was kept on good pasture.

ran the lever up to 2630 pounds. --- 
seven vears the 3000-pound mark was 
reached and passed. A few days ago, 
at a public test made in Kansas City 
the mare weighed 3010  .unds. 

For the seven vers of her life Ne- 
braska Queen has done nothing except 
grow. At past six years she gaine.. 
an inch in height. She has never 
been mated, but now that she has 
reached her maturity and has stopped 
growing, an effort will be made to 
make the greatest of all horses, 
Sparks has been looking around for 
several months for the biggest and 
best available stallion. It is proba- 
ble that no stallion much heavier than 
a ton will be found. 

To the layman, the thought that a 
smaller stallion would tend to pro- 
duce a colt smaller than the giant 
mare, would immediately suggest 
itself. This, Sparks says, while log- 
ical, is false. 

He hopes to get a colt from !- 
braska Queen that will weight 3500 
to 4000 pounds at 7 years. This colt, 
if a mare, would again produce an 
animal larger than herself, even 
though the size of the stallion hau 
not been materially increased in the 
meantime, 

“Working along the same line,” 
Sparks said, “as: was used in the pro- 
duction of Nebraska Queen, it is not 
unreasonable to suppose that further 
pregress in breeding size and weight 
can be made. The advantages of a 
/000-pound horse are apparent. The 
strength of such an animal would e7- 
able it to pull loads three times as 
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heavy as those moved by the largest 
draft horses at present. It will do 
away altogether with unwieldly four- 
horse teams, make larger wagons and 
mors economical loads possible. 

“It might be thought tuat so h .vy 
a horse would be unwieldy. Of course, 
a moment’s thought immediate!y dis- 
misses this idea. Nebraska Queen’s 
walking gait is much more rapid than 
that of the ordinary draft horse be- 
cuuse of her greater size and longer 
stride. She is as per*ectl: formed as 
any pony and there is no reasor to 
believe that even larger horses should 
not be so also. 

“Something had to be done to coun- 
teract the superior pulling ability of 
a motor truck. These giant worses, I 
believe, will do that. 


BIG HORSES EAT LITTLE, 


“Another economy in big horses lies 
in the amount of food consumed. A 
2000-pound horse does not eat twice 
as much as a 1000-pound horse. Anu 
a _3000-pound mare consumes very 
little more than a 200v-pounder. In 
a 4000-pound horse we would get the 
strength, or more than the strength, 
of two horses, each of half tne 
weight, and yet would not ve expenu- 
ing as much feed. Horse breeders 
everywhere are alaimed at the t..reat- 
ened obliteration of their business by 
the growing use of the automobile in 
commercial life.’ 

When Sparks was farming in .. - 
braska he was troubled considerahiy 
by the depredations of wolves and 
coyotes. He owned 10,v00 sheep and 
was using a Scotch collie dog _ for 
herding. This dog, he found, was a 
good opponent of the wolf, but not 
tough enough for rough usage on big 
ranches. 

The extra thick pelt of the collie 
makes him ratner prone to diseases 
in summer. He does not stand wet 
weather well and hardly possesses 
the staying qualities necessary for 
Western ranching. 

Hundreds of years of wild life and 
of having to seek his food and of 
getting it by fighting, made the weif 
superior to the collie. 

So Sparks conceived the idea of 
crossing the collie and wolf. The re- 
sult was a hybrid more beau:iful even 
then the collie, sligntly larger than 
the ordinary wolf and as tough and 
active as either. In the fourth gen- 
eration, however, the strain again 
got too close to the collie. 

SHEEP DOG STOLE CHICKENS. 

The sixth generation carries the 
animal back to the roucvh! od 
scotch sheep dog. Th ovig.ual y- 
brid of a collie dog and a femal» wor, 
on the other hand, was a trifle too 
wild. He made an exce tionally fine 
sheep dog, because of his training and 
did not attack the flocas of sheep, 
and there was plenty of opportun'cy, 
but he insisted on committing occa- 
sional depredations in chicken yards, 
which no amount of training could 
overcome. 

The second gz-neratior was the 
ideal dog. It was far enough from 
both wolf and collic. This breed muct 
be maintained by means of inbreed- 
ing—combining two hybrids. 

This will be dore t' coming se 
son on the spar!s farm, near Falls 
City, Neb.. and within. half a dozen 
years an entirely new dog of a per- 
manent strain will be on the market. 

Everyone who nas been on the 
prairie knows how futile it is to 
chase the wolf or coyote with an or 
dinary dog. The fleetest of all do- 
mestic canines, the greyhound, has 
long been used for this purpose. But 
the greyhound, heving all the speed 
necessary, ...8 lacked the other requi- 
site—fight. 

Sparks conceived the idea of put- 
ting the fierce and cunning f'ghting 
qualities into the body of the flee: 
greyhound, and has § ded. He 
now has a hybrid of the prairie wolf 
and the gre: hound, which resembles 
the greyhou: in appearance, 8'7e @ 
speed, but fights with all the ferc-city 
of the wolf. 

The animal ‘s a remar”able prodvct 
for watching or for the bunt. It is 
unusually intelligent, cunning ana 
watchful, with all the warinvess of his 
wi.d mo her: On the other hand, the 
dog is gentle about chila°en and 
those it knows. It makes 8D-«+ Work 
of the ordinary bulldog.

This hybrid has the coloring of the 
ordinary taoroughbred greyhound, 
except at shedding time, when the 
hair underneath shows up, making 
the dog gray, like the wolf from 
which it sprang. Though stili a 
short-haired dog, the new product 
has a closer pe!t than that of the 
greyhound and is much hardier. He 
has the eyes of the wolf and all his 
keenness of scent and vision. 

The most readily dog-wolf hybrid 
for commercial purpcses ve. produced 
is a cross between the gray timber 
wolf and the St. Bernard i1og. This 
animal is represented as yet by two 
pups about four months old, a male 
and a fe'nale. 

At four months these pups are 
practically as large as the yearling 
wolf whelp or about the size of a 
large bulldog. Tey are exceptional- 
ly strong in limb and muscle, Wi.u 
heavy, strong bones that denote a 
powerful animal. They will not be 
quite as large as the St. Bernard 
dog, but they will have, in addition 
to his strength, the toughness and 
hardiness of the wolf. 

Sparks hopes to produce a new kind 
of sled dog for use in tne Arctics 
from these two pups. He his watched 
them carefully and finds that the 
wolf temperament has been overcome 
by the stronger St. Bernaru. 


GENTLE AND INTELLIGENT. 


The wolf-dog is exceedingly gentle 
and intelligent. He learns with aston- 
ishing ease, is playful and safe. Both 
of the pups of this breed have al- 
ready been trained to a rumber of 
ordinary tricks merely as a demon- 
stration of the fact that the sullen 
wolf instinct is gone. 

These dogs, Sparks says, will be of 
extreme usefulness in the . rctics, be- 
cause they will mean fewer dogs to 
the sled. If his present experimen’‘s 
continue to be successful, he expects 
to go on with the production of t. 
new dog in the North, so that his 
animal wili be born and raised in its 
natural element and lose none of its 
natural hardiness. 

At four months the present pups 
are just beginning to shed the short 
hair of puppyhood and take on the 
longer pelts which will be their per- 
manent covering. The hair is fine 
and closely grown, denoting an ex- 
ceedingly warm pelt. 

The physical appearance of the pups 
at present does not differ greatly 
from that of the fox terrier, except in 
size and color. Both dogs are brown 
and white, like their St. Bernard an- 
eestor, but they have the longer legs 
of the wolf, the longer snout of tu.e 
wild animal and wolfish teeth and 
eves.

Several years ago Sparks 
was struck with the idea of producing 
a bigger fox in order that he might 
gain the advantage of larger pelts cf 
this very valuable fur-bearing anl- 
mal. 
FUR QUALITY MAINTAINED. 


To make this cross valuable it was 
necessary to get not only :ize but to 
maintain the coloring, thickness and 
fineness of the fox fur. For this rea- 
son a number of breeds of la:ger dogs, 
which might have given the new an- 
imal greater size, were eliminated ed 
a large fox terrier finally chosen for 
the experiment. A red fox female 
was captured wild in Canada and 
brought to the Sparks farm, where 
she was mated with as large a speci- 
men‘of the fox terrier as could be 
found. 

The danger of this mating was that 
the fox terrier might have asserted 
itself as the stronger breed, pro- 
ducing an animal whose entire exteri- 
or was that of a dog rather than that 
of a fox. This would have at once 
destroyed the purpose of the ex- 
periment. 

But with the coming of the litter 
Spar’s found that the fox was pre- 
dominant. The pups were large and 
strong; they had the head of the 
dog, the nose of the fox, but, whar 
was most important, the skin of a 
fox. 

At the age of three months it is 
apparent that -he pelt of the new 
animal is going to be even more val- 
uable than that of the fox itself. The 
hair is closer and softer than in tl; 
origina] fox and will be at least as 
long as in the ancestor. 

At the same age the fox-dog is a 
trifle larger and considerably hea 
than the mother. The pup is tame 
and intelligent, inheriting tne su- 
perior brain capacity of the terrier 
dog. At times, however, it snaps and 
fights like the fox. It is not afraid 
of man, however. At full size the 
new product will be at least double 
the size of the original fox and will 
produce a fur twice as valuable <- 
the already highly prized fox pelt.

He has focused the attention of the 
people of Mexico upon the last strug- 
gling effort towards constitutional 
government in that country. He has 
drawn the attention of the American 
public to the amazing Latin-Ameri- 
can ideas upon which Mexico is ruled. 
So say Mexican authorities. 

From the experience the State De- 
partment at Washington has had with 
the Diaz Government, the conclusion 
has been reached that the law and 
even the Constitution are a sort of 
joke in Mexico.

How millions of prairie dogs over- 
yyun Texas is shown by the fact that 
qjbey average 25 to every acre of the 

Wemmense State.

d4deved, to sustain a million and a half 
\qof cattle. 


In other words, 260 dogs 
in Texas devour the food which would 
supply one steer. 

The destruction wrought by the 
small animals is total and thorough. 
They eat not only the grass stalks, 
but grub up and consume the roots, 
leaving the ground atout their towns 
as naked as a tennis court. When 
they have exhausted the last vestige 
of vegetable life in one vicinity, they 
migrate to another and begin the 
work of devastation anew. 

Few who have stood in a zoo 
watching prairie dogs sitting before 
their burrows, and have been amuse? 
by their shyness and gambols, would 
believe that these small rodents, ap- 
parently so harmless, could create a 
situation calling for the intervention 
of the United States Government, and 
jeopardizing the vast industry of 
stock raising. 

Yet such is the truth. Out in the 
national forests which the Govern- 
ment is protecting for the use of the 
people, expert hunters are attacking 
the prairie dogs and slaying them by 
hundreds of thousands, using all of 
man’s ingenuity, armed with the 
weapons of chemistry. 

The means used for this wholesale 
extermination is cyanide of potassi- 
um, one of the deadliest weapons in 
the arsenal of poisons. It is made pal- 
atable by a isixture of molasses and 
anise oil, with strychnine, another 
poison, thrown in for good measure. 
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This potion is coated upon wheat, 
and the “doctored” grain spread 
broadcast through the prairie dog vil- 
lage. By actual test, 90 per cent of 
the pests in a town have been found 
dead 30 minutes after the first ad- 
ministration of the poisoned wheat. 

To be wholly successful, it has been 
found that the poison should be 
spread in the spring, just after the 
dogs have issued from their purrows 
after the winter’s hibernation, and 
before the green grass has been sup- 
plied in suff.cient quantities to ap- 
pease their starving appetites. The 
rodents will not eat dry grain to any 
extent if they can find fresh food, Fo1 
this reason, the campaign is begin- 
ning early in Texas, because of the 
premature arrival of spring in its 
warm climate. 

When the poisoned mixture has 





Deen prepared, it 1s boiled so that 
the ingredients may be completely 
dissolved. It is then poured over 
wheat, and the grain stirred until 
every grain is coated. The wheat 
is spreac out in the sun to dry and 
carried to the field of operations, 
where a number of horsemen _ are 
gathered. 

Each rider carries a tin pail of the 
deadly grain strapped over his shoul- 
der, leaving his left hand free to 
manage the reins and his right to 
wield a tablespoon, with which he 
drops a portion before the entrance 
of every burrow. A little practice 
enables the men to drop the wheat 
while keeping their horses at a sharp 
trot.

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A HAPPY FAMILY 


HERE is a belief among the stockmen of the Southwest, which 
BE seems to have some foundation in fact, that every prairie dog 
extends the hospitality of its home to two strange guests—a 
rattlesnake and an owl—and that the three creatures, though na- 
tural enemies when they encounter each other out in the world, 
scrupulously observe fhe amenities of host and guests when once 


they enter the burrow. 


The owl has a natural taste for all animals of the rodent species, 
esteeming mice, squirrels and rats as toothsome delicacies. 
this owl, as described by the veracious ranchers, is a small 
and perhaps fears to pit its strength against that of a prairie dog, 
even if unrestrained by the scruples of hospitality. 
has a relish for rodents and birds, but is said to subdue its normal 
appetites while cuddled comfortably in the burrow, protected from 


inclement weather. 


in a short time. It is sometimes nec- 
essary to go over the field a second 
time to kill the few dogs which 
escaped the first dose of “medicine.” 

The pests retire to their burrows 
at the approach of the riders, but the 
smell of grain and molasses soon 
lures them forth again. They fall 
upon the grain dropped at their doors 
and devour it; pushing and fighting 
each other in their greediness. 

In a few minutes all are dead but 
the few weaklings which were crowd- 
ed away from the fatal manna, for 
the effect of cyanide of potassium is 
almost instantaneous.. A second ad- 
ministration of the poison makes a 
complete shambles out of what was 
a few minutes before a teeming city 
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of dogs. The carcasses are raked up 
in piles and burned. 

Among them have been found the 
bodies of hundreds of ground squir- 
rels, gophers, field mice, badgers and 
skunks, undoubtedly killed by the 
poison. All these pests are obnoxious 
to the stockmen, for where they 
establish themselves the utter ruin 
of a ranch is only a question of 
time. The poisoning material for 
this slaughter is surprisingly cheay, 
its cost for depopulating a town coy- 
ering an acre being about one and 
one-half cents. 

To ascertain what success could be 
had in ridding considerable areas of 
the pest, a selection was made by the 
men of the Forestry Service of parts 
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of the Leadville and Pike national 
forests, in Colorado, which were seri- 
ously infested. In order to demon- 
strate the effectiveness of the work, 
an area of some 60,000 to 75,000 acres 
of actual “dogtown” was chosen for 
the test. From 80 to 90 per cent of 
the dogs were killed with the first 
distribution of the poison. 

Formerly, the area of available land 
in proportion to the population was 
so adequate for all needs that little 
attention was paid to such pests as 
prairie dogs and gophers. But in re- 
cent vears the development of im- 
proved methods of farming, such as 
irrigation and the artesian water sup- 
ply, has enabled ranchmen to push 
farther and farther into the semi-arid 
territory once the domain of the prai- 
rie dog. Land holdings have de- 
creased in size and increased in 
value, so that the depredations of the 
pest are now more keenly felt. 

These considerations led Kansas 
several vears ago to begin an annual 
appropriation of $100,000 to finance a 
warfare against the prairie dog, 
which overran the State in myriads 
and committed a damage of millions 
of dollars a year. So successful was 
the work that Kansas is today prac- 
tically freed from the pests. 

On an average of 25 prairie dogs 
to the acre, which is considered a 
highly conservative estimate of ‘the 
population of the villages scattered 
about on the open ranges, the United 
State Biological Survey calculates 
that in Texas alone these rodents 
annually consume as much grass as 
would be eaten by 1,562,500 cows. 
There is no doubt that the value of 
grazing land upon which prairie dogs 
establish themselves is depreciated 
fully 50 per cent, because of their in- 
roads upon the food of the stock.

The depredations of these pests 
consist not only in the loss of grass 
and other crops, but in the accidental 
drainage of irrigation ditches, and 
in the danger to stock from stumbling 
in the holes. Running horses often 
trip and break their legs; and riders 
are sometimes injured and even 
killed. 

In Stillwater Valley, Montana, an 
irrigation ditch on a side hill was 
tapped by a prairie dog burrow, and 
the water was drained off and issue] 
20 feet lower down the slope. The 
ditch was twice repaired, but the 
dogs again dug through its walls, 
until finally it was necessary to move 
the ditch out of their reach. 

The chief obstacle to the systematic 
destruction of the p-airie dog pest 
has hitherto been lack of co-opera- 
tion among the landowners. It is of 
little use to kill off the animals on 
ranches adjacent to large colonies in 
which the pests are suffered to con- 
tinue multiplying, which they do with 
the fertility of rabbits. Many ranch- 
men who have again and again pois- 
oned the pests upon their own lands, 
have given up in despair because of 
the rapid inflow trom adjoining 
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ranches, on which no measures b& 
been taken against them. 

In reducing the warfare in Texas to 
a system, it is expected that the ex- 
ample of the Government experts wil 
have an excellent effect. Great thingy 
are anticipated from a law recently 
introduced in the Legislature, making 
it the duty of every man owving land 
inhahited by prairie dogs to destroy 
the animals, under penalty of a fine 
not exceeding $100 for each section 
or part of section on which the pests - 
are allowed to remain. 

But even with the prairie dogs de 
stroved. Texas ahd the Southwest will 
still have many afilmal and tnsect 
pests to cope with before man will be 
able to concentrate himself on his 
own work without pausing to cepel 
the attacks of natural enemies. The 
gopher does a vast deal of damage 
to crops because it feeds on the roo's 
of plants and destroys great quant 
ties of garden stuff. It also theows 
up mounds of earth which bury ¢: iiss 
and other crops. It is said to be im- 
possible to estimate the total of its 
ravages, and war is being made ob 
it by traps and poison. 

Rabbits also do much harm 
throughout this section, by gnawing 
the bark from fruit trees and laying 
gardens waste. Though millions of 
them are slaughtered annually, they 
increase s> that there seems to have 
been little diminution in their nume- 
bers. It has been discovered that 
whitewash of lime and sulphur will 
protect orchard trees against rabbits 
for a year, when the coating must be 
renewed. 

Next to the dreaded locusts of bib- 
lical times in destructiveness is the 
cotton boll weevil of the Southwest, 
which costs the cotton planters more 
than $4,6@0,600 annually. It is esti- 
mated that the progeny of a single 
female moth during one season, after 
making allowance for destruction in. 
the various stages by natural agen- 
cies, number 21,175, enough to ruip 
7800 large cotton plants.

There were twenty-five starters. On the even- 
ing before the race they went down to Mara- 
thon and there spent the night in charge of a 
special commissioner appointed by the Grecian 
Government. On the following day, at 2 o'clock 
in the afternoon, they were taken to the bridge 
at Marathon. chosen as the starting point. After 
having drawn their position they were started in 
two lines. 

The runners, lightly clad, started off with their 
attendants on bicycles, with Greek officers on 
horseback guarding their journey. Physicians 
were stationed along the route to give aid if 
necessary. 
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Heroic Feat of 


by Modern Revival of Classic Race 


4 ICTORY!” gasped the young soldier from 

VV Marathon, as he tottered into Athens; 

then he died. 

His overtaxed, outraged heart literally burst. 
He had voluntee’ed to run 
from the battlelicld of Marathon to Athens with 
the news that the Greeks, in far less force, had 
beaten the horde of invading Persians and had 
driven them back to their ships with great 
slaughter. 

And that is why we have the twentieth-century 
Marathon, a relic of the classic days of so long, 
long ago. Today, when the Marathcn craze, with 
its heart-breaking pace, has caught the whole 
country, we are lacking just one year of living 
2109 years .fter that first great Marathon run, 
which cost the runner his life. 

Marathon was a plain on the northeast coast 
of Attica on which lay four villages, smiled upon 
by the southern sun—Marathon, Probalinthos, 
Ninoe and Tricorythos. They formed a tetropolis, 
or city made up of four towns. It was divided 
from the plain of Athens by Mount Pentelicus 


and the hilly district of Diacria. 


But greatest of all, the plain of Marathon de- 
rives its chief fame from that 
Marathon—maker of historv—when an army of 
10,000 Athenians and 100 Plataeans utterly routed 
a horde of 100,000 Persians. That great Greek 
soldier, Miltiades, commanded the little force 
from Athens; Datis and Artaphernes led the Per- 
sian host. Artaphernes was the nephew of King 
Darius of Persia, who had sent this mighty force

to conquer all Greece and make it tributary to 
him. 

It was a bitter struggle—some of the Greek 
tribes were even willing to welcome the invad- 
ing Persians, but not the Athenians, in whose 
beautiful capital was cherished all that was best 
in Greece. To lose meant to go under the yoke 
of the Persian King. 

But Miltiades triumphed with a force only a 


tenth as great. He drove off the arrogant Per- 
sians to their ships, they leaving 6400 dead upon 
the field. Miltiades buried 192 of his men on 
the field. and afterwards the grateful Greeks 
erected a vast tumulus in their henor 

The city of Athens awaited the outcome of the 
expected battle with little hope. Were they to 
lose their all and be vassals of a barbarian -r 
were they to continue, free men and true, able 
to preserve their classic ideals? 

And Miltiades knew all this; knew they needed 
the news. He knew, too, that a man can run 
26 miles faster than a horse. 

“Who will take the news of victory to Athens?” 
he cried. 

“T will,” said a youthful soldier, stepping from 
the ranks. 

But this was no sawdust track or macadamizeo 
road over wh'ch the bearer of the glad tidings 
had to run. It was up hill and down dale, over 
sand and rock, through mud and water. On, on, 
on, he ran, nearly naked, striving to get there at 
the earliest moment with his glad tidings. 

All Athens was waiting some news from the 
front. At length, far down the road, the guards 
on the outskirts of the city saw a tottering fig- 
ure, slowly running down the road that led from 
the plains of Marathon. 

Who was he? What news did he bring? Slow- 
lv the young man dragged himself into the great 
plain where the Athenians were wont to meet. 
He gasped out his message—and died. He had 
run 26 miles and 385 vards, which today has bs 
come the classic Marathon distance. 

The best historians say that this voung hero, 
“ho rot only fought in the battle, but ran from 
Marathon to Athens afterwards, was Pheidip- 
pides. Herodotus, “Father of History,” does not 
mention his name, however. 

But today the Government of Greece accept: 
him as the hero. So in 1896 the historic course 
was rerun for the first time, from Marathon to 
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before. The Parisian — Lemursiaux— was very 
tired then, and Ftack, the Australian, passed him. 
Meanwhile the Greek, Loues, was drawing up 
slowly. Following him was a crowd from his 
little village—almost a guard of honor. Laurentis 
was out of it. 

Then the Frenchman staggered and fell. He 
was carried away. Next Loues, the Greek, passed 
Flack, the Australian. Then Flack collapsed and 
was carried away unconscious. Loues was in the 
lead! 

In the stadium at Athens a great company was 
gathered. The spectators were anxiously awai.- 
ing the first arrival fom Marathon. Suddenly 
a cannon was fired. All eyes were fixed on the 
entrance. Then a form slowly ran into the arena. 
It was Loues, sunburned and covered with dust, 
but still game. 

The Crown Prince of Greece and Prince George 
jumped from their boxes to greet him. Taking 
places by his side thev-ran with him, one on 
the right the other on the left. Loues breasted 
the tape gallantly and walked over to the royal 
box, where the King of Greece sat. He bowed 
and the King took off his yachting cap and waved 
it enthusiastically. 

And then Loues went away to rest. 

He was fatigued, but not exhausted. He had 
done the historic Marathon course in 2h. 58m. 
and 20s., the first record. Vassilakos, a Greek, 
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the sreat stadium in Athens, erected on the site 
of that other stadium of olden days, now crum- 
bled to dust through the lapse of the centuries. 

And why was it possible in those ancient days 
for men to run so far and so fast? And women, 
tceo? 

Because of centuries of training. Pheidippides 
had been an athlete even before he was a soldier. 
He came from a family of athletes, undoubtedly, 
No doubt, his mother, as a girl, had been a run- 
ner, too. 

Of such people came the runner of the original 
Marathon, who gave his life to do the distance 
without pausing for a rest. No doubt, too, the 
Marathon hero had ta*en part in the sacred 
Olympic games, or else he never could have made 
the distance after fighting all day in battle. 

Every few years, according as the moon, which 
marked the Greek midsummer, drew to its full, 
a pilgrimage of all that was best and vigorous in 
Hellas—ancient Greece—ended at the little plain 
of Olvmpia, in Elis, the small state on the west- 
ern coast of the Peloponesus, a flat space with 
natural barriers of mountains and rivér, some 


At Pikerm!, tne Frencnman, Lemursiaux, was 


leading, followed by the Australian, Flack; Blake, 
the American; the Hungarian, Kelneso; and then 


the Greek runners, the first of whom was Lau- 
rentis. 

On the road the inhabitants of the villages 
gave the runners hearty encouragement, offering 
them refreshments and wine. Some who dropped 
out because of fatigue were taken in by the pa- 
triotic Greeks, who rejoiced that men had come 
from all over the world to take part in the great 
Marathon race, which had been first run more 
than twenty-three centuries before. 

In’ passing Pikermi, Loues, a Greek from 
Maroussi, took a glass of wine and asked in- 
formation about those ahead of him. He learned 
that Blake, the American, had stopped. At 
Karvati, Lemursiaux was still leading and Flack 


was second. The peasants had prepared a crown 
to be placed on the head of the leader there—it 


went to the Frenchman and was placed on his 


head. 


Next came the climb up the long hill—the hill 
that Pheidippides had run up so many centuries 


minutes later, and 
The Hungarian, 


was second, nearly eight 
Belokas,; an Athenian, was third. 
Kelneso, was fourth. 

Louis’ time was a record for this reason:’ 

No record had been kept of Pheidippides’ time 
when he ran with his message from Marathon, 
and in 1896 the first test was really made of men 
und time. Ten years later there was another 
Marathon at the Olympic games at Athens, wita 
53 entries. But this time the first Greek to fin- 
ish was fifth. 

W. J. Sherring, a Canadian, won. As he en- 
tered the stacium he was met by Prince George, 
who ran with him the entire length of the stadi- 
um. Almost all the 80,000 people within tue 
stadium were Greek sympathizers, but they took 
their cue from the sportsmanlike conduct of their 
Prince and cheered Sherring heartily. Queen Olga 
sent Sherring a bouquet and he was showered 
with roses as he went through the marble arch 
leading to the dressing rooms. Svanberg, a 
Swede, was second, and Frank, an American, was 
third. 

But, best of all, Sherring clipped nearly seven 


minutes from the record. His time was 2h, Sim. 
23 3-5s. The second man beat the time of the 
winner of 10 years before. | 

And now let some of those people who run 
Marathons in this country over sawdust tracks 
or around baseball fields realize the difference. 
The real Marathon course is on the high road 
from Marathon to Athens and is steep and willy 
until within two miles of Athens. It ig the 
hardest course for the distance which athletes 
ever have essayed. 

Then came the great London Marathon of last 
vear, which littl Johnny Hayes of New York © 
managed to win, after Dorando, the great Ital- 
ian runner, collapsed 440 yards from the finish. 
The race was started on the east lawn of Windsor 
Castle and finished at .the stadium in Shepherd's 
Bush, London. Hayes made the regulation die- 
tance in 2h. 55m. and 18 2-5s. 

Since then we have had nothing but Marathons 
in this country of ours, which really covers quite 
a few more acres than Greece. At the rolo 
Grounds, New York, St. Yves, the Frenchman, 
laid down a new record of 2h. 40m. 50 2-5s, beat- 
ing such veteran Marathon men as Dorando. 
Hayes, Shrubb, Maloney and Longboat. 
men who finished all beat the original Marathon 
record, but they ran on a turf track and not up 
hill and down dale. It was no such coursé as 
poor Pheidippides had to run. 

And now comes the question: | 

Who is fit to run a Marathon? | 

The first answer is: No person under 18 years 
of age, and really he ought to be older than that. 
Few realize the strain on the heart. The boy who 
tackles a Marathon today will feel its ill-effects 
20 years from now in his heart action. There 
must be a strict training, plenty of good food, 
plenty of sleep, no intoxicants and careful atten- 
tion to details. Luck never won a Marathon— 
any trainer will tell the novice that axiom. 

Read what the doctors and the athletes say: 

“Sometimes the aortic valve gives way,” said 
Dr. James Gwathmay of the Polyclinic Hospitai, 
New York City, “or else the heart becomes en- 
larged. But it must be remembered that all ath- 
letes have enlarged hearts, the result of the ex- 
ceptional work they have to do. This is not un- 
usual. Do not all the other muscles increase in 
size as the result of exercise, and are we not glad 
to see them do so?” 

And this from Paul Pilgrim, one of the world’s 
greatest middle-distance runners, an Olympic 
first place winner: ; 

“I know of many men who have had to giv 
up athletics and exercise,” he says, “because < 
a heart weakened by too much athletics. Lier 
Sam Thomas of the Seventh Regiment, New York 
had to forego athletics because of a heart warn 
ing. Three years ago he held sprint, pole vaull 
and broad jump records. Elmer Finlay, the New 
York Athletic Club hurdler, has been ordered te ¢ 
break training by his physicians: Only a littl 
while ago he held records galore. . 

“German physicians were making a study of 
the effects of a competition on the heart af 
the last set of Olympic games at Athens. Bee 
fore and after every race they placed tissue pape? 
over my chest and traced my heart on the paper.” 

“Hypertrophy of the heart,” said Dr. Arthur L. 
Derchfield of New York, captain of the New York 
University track team and a middle-distance run- 
ner, “is the result of a continued excessive over- 
indulgence in athletics. It seems to me tat 
the warning should be timely. ~ 

“Boys in the high school, college men, athletic 
club members, alternately train and race to the 
limit of their endurance for the period of a fewir 
months. Then they lay off and perhaps dissi- 
pate for the remainder of the year. The effect 
is a general enlargement of the heart or a gen- 
eral weakening of the system. a 

“In these strains, at first, the walls of the 
heart, especially of the left ventricle, become en- 
larged, and finally, if work is not stopped in 
time, the organ fails to do its work and ultimate- 
ly collapses.” 

And that is what the Marathon does. Pheidip- 
pides died for something worth while. But thou- 
sands of half-grown lads, striving to win a Mara- 
thon—all physicians agree—are in danger of 
killing or crippling themselves for no reason at 
all, except for a cup and a little one-day glory.

Then, just before his year is up, or 
a week or two before the first note 
he has taken falls due, he resigns his 
position. much to the firm’s regret, 
and after securing all the commis- 
sions which may be due him, he goes 
to a new territory, secures a _ posi- 
tion with a different piano house, 
and begins his operations all over 
again, leaving the firm and his dupes 
to settle matters the best they can. 

THIS IS THE ART GRAFT, 


One of the latest to crop up is 
known as the “art graft.” It is not 
only extremely clever, but is one of 
the most remunerative grafts that 
has so far been devised for the fleec- 
ing of unwary victims. 

The grafter usually picks out per- 
sons of considerable wealth and pre- 
fere those who have only recently 
attained riches and place in the ranks 
of “high society.” In short, the 
class of newly rich who are called 
“parvenues” by their more afistio- 
cratic and blue-blooded neighbors. 

The “art grafter,” being a person 
of unusual discernment and shrewd- 
hess, knows perfectly well that this 
class of wealthy people, though not 
“to the manner born” themselves, are 
extremely sensitive on the subject, 
and are very anxious to have their 
neighbors and rich friends think that 
they have always been used to lux- 
ury and refined surroundings. 

Therefore, as all really aristocratic 
and cultured people are more or less 
devoted to art, in one way or anoth- 
er, and generally possess a coliec- 


of tion of rare old masterpieces, the 


grafter kows that the newly rich are 
eager to be known as “patrons of 
art,” and are usually desirous of at- 
taining a ealleation of good paintings 
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to decorate cne wails of their draw- 
ing rooms. 

The grafter is always a@ man who 
has been well educated in his youth, 
probably a graduate of one of the 
big universities, and he can generally 
speak French. and sometimes Italian 
or Spanish as well. Of course, if he 
is versed in the languages, this is 
a great “boost,” and helps him to cre- 
ate a favorable impression on his 
Victims. 

Needless to say, he always dresses 
in the height of fashion and his man- 
ners and deportment are irreproach- 
able.

works w .ich have been “shelved” by 
dealers as unsalable. 

GRAFTER IS EDUCATED. 


The grafter secures these pictures 
at very smal cost, as the art deai- 
ers are only too glad to get rid of 
of them. After gathering together as 
many as he desires, he returns to 
America and proceeds to victimize the 
class of persons already described. 

The way the “art grafter" wor 
his game is about as follows: He 
first makes out a list of the persons 
in the city where he is operating who 
he considers would be apt to “fall” 
for the scheme. After this list has 
been compiled he sends his “ad- 
vance agent” around to call upon 
some of the people and “size them 
up” to find out if possible whether 
it would be worth while to attempt 
to swindle them.

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BURNING GAS WELL tn OXLAHOMA 


HILE St. Louisans are muttering ever. 
month over the ‘size of gas Dills at 
$1.10 per thousand cubic feet, enough gas 
to supply half the city with light and fuel is 
daily going to waste at a well near Shreveport, 
La., which has been burning for two years. Ap- 
palled by such waste and unable to extinguish 
the conflagration, the local authorities have now 
appealed to the United States Government to. 
Mts eo —_ | = . “cap” the well. 
Peat eas ; At yi) a | This operation will consist, if it proves feasi- 
Prncbines seconsrcmt te ble, in lowering a great cast iron extinguisher 
over the orifice of the well, so as to exclude the 
air, without which the gas cannot burn, and to 
prevent the further escape of the fuel. It is the 
same principle, on a gigantic scale, on which 
our grandfathers used to extinguish a candle with 
a miniature cap. 

The burning well in the Caddo field is of ime- 
mense proportions. Its crater is no less than 3wv 
feet in diameter, and from it gas pours by the 
billions of feet and catches fire with a terrifie 
roar. It began blazing in November, 1906, and 
burned without cessation until recently, the daily 
loss appalling spectators, who went from many 
parts of the country to see it. 

The spectacle of the great natural gas on fire 
is a grand one, and has attracted observers from 
miles about. By night its flame towers and

diminished the flame. When this flood subsides, 
the flames at once leap up in all their usual 
fury. 

Seventy-five feet below the crater of the well is 
a turbulent sea of mud and salt water, contin- 
ually agitated by the pressure of the gas be- 
neath, which seeks escape. Periodically, rolling 
waves of the subterranean sea, impelled by the 
collected force of the imprisoned gas, boil up and 
overflow the orifice, in such volume that levees 
have had to be constructed about the well to 
prevent the devastation of the surrounding land 
by the eruptions. 

Bursting free from its mud blanket, the gas 
bounds upwards with a roar and burns in full 
fury for 10 days. But during that time the mud 
sea ebbs back again into the crater, gathers re- 
inforcements below and is at length able to choke 
down the gas. Thus the cycle of the struggle be- 
tween gas and its prison of mud goes on contin- 
ually, with the forces of one victorious now and 
of the other tnen. :
